To the Honorable Members of Select and Com¬ 
mon Councils : 

1st. I believe that the construction of the 
North Shore Railroad will be a benefit, as 
all such improvements are, to a greater or 
less extent, to the City of Pittsburgh, and will 
be a special benefit to owners of manufac¬ 
tories along its line. But this improvement 
should be made, if possible, as not to cause 
injuries to other industries 
2d. Tne construction of the North Shore 
Railroad, as appears from the Ordinance be¬ 
fore me, will be for a distance of two (2) miles 
or more between Lock No. 1 and Four Mile 
Eun, built upon trestlings in the Mononga- 
hela river. This is objectionable in itself, but 
especially so in view of the fact, that it will 
encroach upon and seriously obstruct the lock 
and its appproaches at Dam No. 1, through 
which all the craft navigating the river passes, 
and endangering the lives of those engaged 
in navigation. 

3d. The result will be a serious loss to the 
coal and river industries of the Monongahela 
valley, which are extremely valuable to this 
city. There is abundance of room upon the 
land on which to locate and construct this 
railroad in such a way as not to interfere with 
navigation, the only evil result being a possi¬ 
bly larger expenditure on the part of the rail¬ 
road company for right of way. 

4th. Being a benefit to the owners of land 
along its line, doubtless concessions can be 
obtained in the purchase of its right of way 
and for any injury done by location upon the 
laud to any particular land owner, he can be 
compensated iorthe same. 

Therefore. I return the Ordinance, File No. 
70, and Bill No. 14, C. C,, to your Honorable

President Gourley said: 

To-day the weeping eyes of a great nation 
are turned to Mount McGregor, and the 
thoughts of the civilized world centre in the 


cottage where our nation’s beloved hero, and « 
a world’s great warrior, sleeps. 

After weary months of suffering and pain ? 3 
endured without a murmur or complaint, the 
great commander, the distinguished citlzem Jj 
yields to the relentless conqueror of all men || 
and calmly sinks to his eternal re. t. 8 

And, is he really dead; and has he passed n 
away never to return to bless the land he 8 
loved, and to gladden the hearts which mourn 13 
so bitterly his loss? 

Yes; he has gone never to return. The 
removed soldier, the disinterested patriot, is g 
dead, and he shall henceforth live only in the p 
hearts of his countrymen, and in the history || 
of the land which he made glorious by his || 
genius and immortal deeds. m 

There is a sense in which great and good || 
men never die. Washington is dead; but 1 
though almost a hundred years have passed 3 
since a nation wept above his new-made || 
grave, the schoolboy of the hour is as famil- j 
iar with his character as though he moved 11 
among us now. Wa>>hingtou is dead, but the 0 
mighty struggle in which he was leader and h 
hero, and out of which sprung a new and in- p 
dependent nation, forms an epoch in the g 
world’s history, in which he constitutes the i 
grand and central figure to be remembered g 
so long as hearts beat, and history speaks. | 

Lincoln is dead. And yet the great and 
good man whose wisdom guided our nation 
during the mightiest internal conflict ever 
witnessed by the world,—a conflict in which 
the passions of men ran wild as a tempestu¬ 
ous sea—will never die. 

So, Grant, like the martyred Lincoln who 
loved to lean on and trust him in the storm 
of the conflict in which they were both great 
actors, is dead. 

The greatest militaiy chieftain of the age; 
the illustrious soldier whom the world, not 
his own country only, but the world delight¬ 
ed to honor; the savior of his country, is 
dead. 

But, like Washington and Lincoln, he will 
have continued existence in the receollectkm 
of posterity. His virtues and noble deeds 
will be exempt from oblivion. His glorious 
fame will constitute a priceless heritage to 
generations succeeding each other through 
the lapse of ages—the boy of a thousand years 
hence, as he struggles to overcome the ob¬ 
stacles in his pathway to a glorious and un¬ 
sullied manhood, will read the history of this 
silent man, and gather inspiration from the 
character of the boy of Galena. 

Should danger, in the days to come, threaten 
the Republic, the future patriot will trace on 
the page of history the illustrious deeds of 
this great man in defense of his country, and 
with renewed patriotism, and hope and 










courage, go forth with settled purpose to de¬ 
fend and save. 

Rome had her Caesar aud France her 
Napoleon, but if man’s greatness is to be 
measured by the good which he accomplishes 
for bis race, his country and the world, the 
fame of U. 8. Grant will continue to sl^ine> 
with undiminished lustre down through the 
ages long after the glory of Caesar and 
Napoleon shall have been dimmed by the 
lapse of years. 

Gentlemen of Councils: — President 
Ford, of Common Council, and myself, met 
yesterday upon the announcement of Gen¬ 
eral Grant’s death and decided upon this 
meeting, and, at the same time, we appoint¬ 
ed Messrs. Bruce and Mellon, of Select, 
and Carnahan, Wigdituiau and Conner, 
of Common Councils as a committee to pre¬ 
pare a suitable expression of condolence and 
sympathy of Councils. 

Mr. Carnahan, of the committee, present¬ 
ed and read the following Minute: 

The Select and Common Councils of the City 
of Pittsburgh have met for the performance 
of no mere Municipal duty. General 
Grant, the most distinguished citizen of the 
Republic, and the greatest soldier of the 
age, whose patriotism equalled his military 
genius, whose name is honored In every 
land, but whose fame is the special heritage 
of our own country* has been called to his 
final rest. On the 23d day of July, 1885, he 
died, as he had lived, without fear, uncom¬ 
plaining and calmly patient of pain and 
suffering, in the consciousness of a virtuous 
life and rectitude of purpose, and in that 
reliance on God which had sustained him 
through all the changes of fortune. It is* 
therefore, fitting and proper that we, the 
representatives of the people of Pittsburgh, 
while the whole land is filled with mourn¬ 
ing, should for ourselves and those we repre¬ 
sent, make a record of our and their sense 
of the merits, services and virtues of the 
illustrious dead, and of the sentiments of 
profound sorrow which pervade all ranks 
and conditions of the people of our city. 

It will he the work of the biographer to trace 
the formative agencies which moulded the 
character, both intellectual and moral, of 
General Grant. All that we know is that 
much was due to the favorable family influ¬ 
ences of the home of his childhood. Doubt¬ 
less the military education which he re¬ 
ceived at West Point, operating on a nature 
singularly honest, loyal and noble, largely 
developed the mental and moral qualities 
which marked his subsequent life. Our Re¬ 
publican institutions, too, must have been 
potent in bringing into full development 
the qualities which marked his character- 
But, these agencies, great as their combined 
intiuences may have been, are not creative, 


but only formative and developing. God 
gave to General Grant a great intellect 
and a great soul. He did great deeds, but 
nothing for glory. Duty was his inspiration 
and sole incentive to action. No man ever 
owed less to adventitious aids. He was not 
helped on to greatness. He did not, could 
not, help himself in that direction other¬ 
wise than by great and meritorious deeds. 
He never attempted self-seeking, never 
affected popular arts. While he was an 
agreeable companion, and his friendship 
was valued highly by intimate friends, he 
never reached the public heart by mere 
magnetic qualities. Mere popularity Is 
misleading and delusive; it is no test of 
character. The two most mischievous pub¬ 
lic men who have lived in this country, 
were in their day the most popular—the one 
throughout the United States, of which he 
came nigh to being chosen the third Presi¬ 
dent, the other in his own State, and the 
geographical section in which he lived. 
The fame of general Grant rests on a 
basis as solid and durable as the granite 
rock, the basis of naked, absolute merit. 
The lapse of ages cannot impair or dim it. 

He served with credit and distinction in the 
war with Mexico, as a lieutenaut, and con¬ 
tinued in the army until 1854, when he re¬ 
signed, his rank being then that of a cap¬ 
tain of infantry, and retired to private life. 

When the war of the Rebellion was com¬ 
menced in 1881, by the attack on Fort Sump¬ 
ter, he at once tendered his services to his 
country, but appears to have had some dif¬ 
ficulty in getting into the military service. 
Receiving, however, after some delay,the 
appointment of Colonel of the 21st Regi¬ 
ment, Illinois Volunteers. His great career 
began when he was about 39 years old. Let 
the historian follow him from Springfield, 
Illinois, to Missouri, back to Cairo, to Bel¬ 
mont, to Fort Donelson, to Pittsburgh Land¬ 
ing, to Mississippi, and on to Vicksburg, ! 
thence to Chattanooga, and eastward to the 
Potomac, to the Wilderness, to Spottsylva- 
nia, to Cool Harbor, to Petersburg and Ap¬ 
pomattox, and recount his deeds, and let 
the people read the history of their own 
country during this period from 1861 to 186.5, 
and they will find It to be largely the record 
of the great Commander whose death we 
mourn They will learn that under his com¬ 
mand, our armies achieved the first gre^t victory, 
the last great victory, and with the very honora¬ 
ble exceptions of Stone River, Antietam, Gettys¬ 
burg, and some others of great credit, but of less 
military importance, nearly all the great victo¬ 
ries which our land forces wrested from the ene¬ 
my. They will follow the almost unknown ex- : 
Captain of Galena of 1861 through the successive 
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ranks from Colonel of Volunteers to that of 
Lieutenant General of the arini s of the United 
States in 1864, controlling military operations 
more than 1,500 miles distant from his headquar¬ 
ters, and everywhere successful. If the story of 
this part of his life were not so sorrowfully real 
it would have much of the air of old romance 
Never was promotion more fully earned or justly 
made. But let not due credit he withheld from the 
brave and patriotic soldier, whether enlisted man 
or officer, who served either under the immediate 
command of General Grant or in the armies 
which acted under his control at a distance. No 
man did fuller justice to his armies than General 
Grant. His bier is too thickly covered with 
laurels to need another leaf, much less one that is 
due to another, living or dead; and no greater in¬ 
sult could be offered to his memory than to at¬ 
tempt to appropriate and credit to him what in 
whole or part has been earned by another. Cer¬ 
tainly our government and people had long before 
this period embodied all the elements of a great 
nation, but they had not reached the stage of full 
development. Europe looked upon American 
Republican Government as an experiment, which 
was indeed viewed with a friendly eye, generally, 
by the intelligent middleclasses, but was regarded 
with distrust and dislike by the governing classes. 
A large majority of English statesmen had always 
claimed that it would not stand the strain of a 
great war, and when the Rebellion broke out, it 
was confidently predicted that the National Gov¬ 
ernment would be speedily broken up, and that 
the constituent states would be resolved into dis¬ 
connected and perhaps hostile confederacies. The 
child who has never looked upon a page of history 
knows 1 he result of that great trial of national 
strength ; and the fact was demonstrated for the 
first time in the history of the world that Repul>- 
lican government, in a just cause, was the strong¬ 
est. government possible. No nation in Europe 
could have developed half the strength in patri¬ 
otism and actual military force which the great 
struggle immediately evoked. In four years the 
nation made a stride which showed the develop¬ 
ment of centuries. We rank with the great na¬ 
tions of the earth. The distinguished Engl sh 
writer, Mr. l.ecky, it\ his interesting history of 
“ England in the Eighteenth Century,” in which 
he presents the British side of our great struggle 
for independence, speaks of us now in language 
which was not found in English literature before 
I8G5. lie says: “In truth the American people, 
though in general unbounded believers in pro¬ 
gress, are accustomed through a kind of curious 
modesty; to do themselves agreat injustice by the 
extravagant manner in which they idealize their 
past. It has almost become a common place, that 
the great nation which, In a day, has shown such 
an admirable combination of courage, devotion 
and humanity in its gigantic civil war, and which 
since that time has so signally falsified the pre¬ 


dictions of its enemies and put to shame all the 
nations of Europe, by its unparalleled efforts in 
paying off its nationaldebt, is of a far lower moial 
type than its ancestors at the time of the War of 
Independence. This belief appears to me essen¬ 
tially false.” He adds: “The future destinies 
and greatness of the English race must necessarily 
rest mainly with the mighty nation which has 
arisen beyond the Atlantic.” 

This was not the tone of Disraeli or Palmerston, or 
Russell or Gladstone in 1862. For the glorious 
and mighty results accomplished during this 
period of four years, not only the country but the 
world is indebted to General Grant and 
Abraham Lincoln, the great central figures in this 
history, aud bound up by obligations which can 
never be paid, other than by affectionate remem¬ 
brance and honor of their names. Washington 
was the great central figure in our history before 
1861; that central figure has been changed into 
a group now composed of the Father of his 
Country, and of its Defender and Saviour; and 
so they will go down the stream of time through 
the ages. 

The long and weary days of the illness of General 
Grant, suffering from a disea c e which he knew 
te he mortal, served to brinr out into fuller de¬ 
velopment beautiful traits of character which only 
his family and most intimate friends knew that 
he possessed. The calm dignity of the stricken 
hero of more than a hundred battles, confined to 
his sick room, the warmth of friendship which he 
exhibited, the gentle, affectionate nature which 
he displayed to wife, children, relatives and every¬ 
body, when racked by pain and suffering, the 
gratitude with which he received the ten thou¬ 
sand evidences of sympathy of his eoi lit •ymeu, 
have demonstrated that under an impassable face 
were qualities which beautify, hallow and make 
still more noble his groat character. He died, as 
his best friends and admirers would have wished, 
in the midst of his family, tended by the most 
affectionate care, beloved by everyone Even the 
cloud of misfortune seemed to have disappeared. 
He wrote in the chamber of sickness a book 
which will be read by millions, and in all the lan¬ 
guages of civilisation. He wrote it for the no¬ 
blest of purposes which could inspire an author— ] 
to make provision for the companion of nearly ■ 
his whole adult life, who had shared with him ] 
many changes of fortune, whose sweet disposi- i 
tion, kindly affectionate nature and loving con- j 
cern made up all the comfort and happiness which ] 
General Grant ever enjoyed. The eyes of mil- ] 
lions have, for a long period, been turned on that I 
household, with a force surpassing the greatest 
power of artificial light, and no discord, no un- ! 
happiness has been found. The greatest field i 
marshal of modern times has gone to his final 
rest without a blot on his name. His career is so 
complete that nothing appears to have been left un¬ 
done. His earth work seems to have been entirely 
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finished. There does not appear to have been 
open to him any place or avocation in which he 
could have further served his country or added to 
the lust re of his fame, and no effort was needed to 
preserve it, for it rests on an enduring basis. For 
all this, let us be thankful. But nature has so 
constituted us that we cannot but mourn the de¬ 
parture of the great and the good, and in mourn¬ 
ing, let us bow with Christian resignation to God’s 
Holy Will. 

Mr. Jmmbie moved 

The adoption of the Minute, and said : 
“Know ye not that there is a prince and a 
great man fallen this day in Israel.” So spake 
David, the King, when told of the death of a 
great Captain, and this day we may fittingly 
repeat the lament. 

We are not alone to-day in sorrow, not 
only does America bow her stately head and 
shed the scalding tear, but all nations ol' 
earth f*. el the loss and pause to speak the 
sympathetic word, if we pause and listen we 
may hear from every land the sad refrain. 
“Know ye riot that there is a prince and a 
great man fallen this day.’* 

One by one the men who have shed imper¬ 
ishable lustre upon our age are passing 
down among the shadows. One by one the 
niches in our American Pantheon are being 
filled. The men who were associated with 
our dead hero in the days of a nation’s peril, 
are passing away. The martyred Lincoln, 
the indomnitable Stanton, the eloquent 
Sumner, the fearless Mead, the brave Thomas, 
the gallant TIooker and the dashing Custer, 
with innumerable others, have proceeded 
him. 

Less than four years ago in this Chamber 
many of us assembled to unite our voices 
with the voices ofall civilized men in lament¬ 
ing the deatli of the second martyred Presi¬ 
dent, the immortal Garfield, and now on this 
glorious summer day when the glad husband¬ 
man is reaping the golden grain, come we to 
mourn the action ot the grim Reaper Death. 
We may mourn for ourselves, not J’or him. 
The husbandman does not gather the grain 
into his grainer until it is fully ripened, and 
so In this instance the hand of the Reaper 
was stayed until the sheaf was fully ready to 
be gathered to the great sto e house. 

And who is it that the great- Reaper lias 
garnered into the great Store House?—An 
honest man, a pure citizen, a kind an indulg. 
ent husband and father, a patriot, a brave 
and indomnitable, yet modest and unassum. 
ng soldier, a firm and uncompromising 
piend to all who loved his native land, and 
an equally firir and uncompromising enemy 
of treason, a generous foeman, a President of 
the Unit d States as distinguished in civil as 


in military life, the General of our Armies, 
the Old Commander, the man whom all the 
world delighted to honor— Ulysses S. Grant. 

Death often seems to come at an inoper- 
time moment. Sometimes he comes too 
soon, and what seemed to be the work of a 
lifetime is left undone. Sometimes he comes 
too late, and careers which began in glory 
have ended in shame. Not .so with Grant. 

He had reached the topmost round in the 
ladder of fame. He had performed his duties 
faith full and well, both in public and 
private life: there was no stain upon his 
sword, his scutcheon was untarnished, he 
knew that his countrymen loved and honor¬ 
ed him, lie had almost reached the allotted 
span of human life—the world had nothing 
more for him—the Sheaf was fully ripened, 
why should the hand of the Reaper be longer 
stayed ?’* 

In his lifetime lie was munbere 1 with the 
great ones of his age, now he stands with the 
great of all ages and of all lands —Primus 
inter Illustres. 

He has lain down 

“With patriarchs of the infant world—'.tith 
k i ngs 

“The powerful of the earth—the wise—the 
good, 

“ Fair forms and hoary seers of ages past, 
“All in one mighty sepulchre.” 

General. Grant was great in every way. 
Great in simplicity, great in courage, great in 
magnanimity, great in life, and, above all, 
great in death. 

Great in his simplicity—he performed his 
duty because it was right, and not in the ex¬ 
pectation of reward. 

He sought not for place and power, and 
when tlie world lavished her smiles and 
si) owe red her rewards upon him, he was the 
same unassuming man as before. When 
tendering his sword to the Governor of Illi¬ 
nois, in 18(>1, he said, “few men are really 
competent to command a thousand men, 
and I doubt if f am one of them.” 

In 18(>l, when it was proposed to remove 
him and pub Sherman in his place—a project 
discountenanced by Sherman, he makes no 
complaint, no t li reat, but calrn 1 y writes to his 
great and glorious Lieutenant:—“If you are 
placed above me I shall always obey you, 
just as you have al ways obeyed me.” As the 
President of the United states, he declared: 
‘‘I shall have no policy to interpose against 
the will of the people.” As a soldier he won 
his greatest renown, and in the field he could 
have won still brighter laurels, but he was 
not envious of the fame that can only be ob¬ 
tained from the midst of strife, and we hear 
ringing round the world that laconic but elo¬ 
quent sentiment, “ Let us have peace. ” 
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Would you have more? Head the words 
penned but a few days ago as a preface to his 
memoirs, “ Man proposes and God disposes, 
there are but few important events In the af¬ 
fairs of men brought about by their own 
choice.” 

He was willing to bury self if thereby he 
might advance the welfare of his country. 
Her honor, he glory, her peace, her happiness 
were dearer to him than any personal con¬ 
siderations. As Commander of mighty ar¬ 
mies, having the disposal of Life and death in 
bis hands, he used his power only for what he 
believed to be his country’s good. As Presi¬ 
dent of the United States he discharged his 
duties without vain display. He sought not 
to attract attention to himself. He resigned 
his great offices as cheerfully as he assumed 
them. 

Said I not well he was great In his sim¬ 
plicity. 

“He that is slow to anger is better than the 
mighty, and he that ruleth his spirit, 1 ban he 
that taketh a city.” He was great in courage. 
Not noisy and blustering, but calm, serene 
and determined of purpose In the midst of 
the greatest difficulties. Always at the post 
of duty, evading no duty, sharing all dangers* 
never discouraged, always self-reliant and pa¬ 
tient, marvellously pertinacious, fertile in re¬ 
sources—what wonder is it that he became 
the greatest soldier of the age. 

I said, sir, that he was great in achieve¬ 
ments, and I stand appalled when I consider 
them and their results. 

Neither the tongue of the eloquent or the 
facile pen of the hislorian can adequately de¬ 
scribe them. The victories achieved at Vicks¬ 
burg, Fort Donaldson, Shiloh, Lookout Moun¬ 
tain, Apponiatox and scores of others, have 
passed into history. The results we are reap¬ 
ing today. Slavery has been overthrown, 
and Freedom is triumphant. The rights of 
all are secured and protected by law. Our 
country redeemed and purged by a baptism 
of ulood, fire and tears, stands to-day re-unit¬ 
ed, peaceful and prosperous. 

It is not necessary to belittle any in order 
to eulogize “the Old Commander.” He 
wouldn't have it so. The reputatlou and 
deeds of renown of tihermaD, Thomas, Sheri¬ 
dan, and many other great Captains were 
dear to hi i» as his own. He never removed a 
single leaf from their crowns—neit her shall 
we. In this hour of a nation’s sorrow no 
hearts are bowed with greater grief than 
those of his surviving comrades. In this is 
one of the surest proofs of b s greatness—-he 
could distinguish greatness in others—nay 
B more, he could and did bind them to him¬ 
self by a bond stronger than steel—the magic 


bond of love. When we remember and con¬ 
sider the many great characters, both mili¬ 
tary and civil, developed by the war, and see 
that Grant held a chief pla e among them, 
not by force, but by their ready and willing 
consent, when we remember that to-day the 
grand old hero of the March to the Sea and 
thedashing and impetuous Sheridan are his 
most ardent admirers, and speak in highest 
terms of his achievements—nay more—when 
his one time adversaries join in the loud an¬ 
them of praise, we cannot fail to perceive that 
he was a most extraordinary man. I shall 
not stop to speak of his civil career—it will be 
sufficient to say that those who were most in- H 
timately associated with him in civil life 
were as earnestly and ardently loyal to him 
as were his comrades in arms; they speak as 
highly of his merits, of his virtues, of his ad¬ 
ministrative abilities as the others of his 
military. It would be useless to call over the 
list of his associates in civil life. Among 
them may be found the Camerons, Conk ling, 
Logan, Childs, Fish, Sherman and hosts of 
others of national reputation. It would be 
ungracious and untruthful to say that men of 
this kind were attached to him by motives of 
self interest—they had achieved for them¬ 
selves places of honor and distinction with- 
ou his aid, and still hold them. No, sir—We 
must seek deeper for the cause, and find it in 
the fact that they appreciated Grant as well 
out of office and power as when in the pos„ 
session thereof. It is also true that some who 
were associated with him have deservedly 
a place in the prisons cell, but never yet has a 
suspicion of dishonor attached to his fair 
fame. Having already spoken of his friend* 
ships, it is not necessary to refer to them 
again. 

He was a magnanimous foeman. Witness 
the generous terms accorded to General Lee 
i.pon his surrender at Appomatox : “Each 
officer and man will be allowed to return to 
his home.” “The horses will be needed for 
agricultural purposes during the Spring and 
will be retained.” Other conquerors have 
celebrated their victories by riding in tri¬ 
umph through conquered cities, 

Richmond, for nearly five years the guerdon 
of battle, the Capitol of the Confederacy, is 
spared from humiliation, and as a soldier he 
does not tread her streets. After the termin¬ 
ation of the conflict, he is first to appoint to 
positions of honor and trust those of his late 
adversaries who accepted the results of the 
war and returned to their allegiance. 

He had no war with them as long as they 
had none with his country. He fought not 
for himself, not for glory, not for vengeance 
but for the unity of the Nation. 














We are now prepared for the closing scenes 
—for the peaceful death on the mountain top, 
far away from the scenes of his busy, bust¬ 
ling life. We are not surprised, we are not 
disappointed at the manner in which he met 
Death. Great and glorious as was his life— 
the death scene was worthy of him. The se¬ 
cret of dying well can only be found in living 
well. 

Listen to the words of the poet: 

“So live that when thy summons comes to 
join 

The immemerable caravan, which moves 
To that mysterious realm where each shall 
take 

His chamber in the silent halls of death 
Thou go not, like the quarry slave at night, 
Scourged to his dungeon, but sustained and 
soothed, 

By an unfaltering trust approach thy grave, 
Like one who wraps the drapery of his couch 
About him and lies down to pleasant 
dreams.” 

Who can portray the long days of pain and 
nights of anguish, borne without a marmen 
and with calm and unruffled countenance. 
His anxiety was not for himself, but for the 
dear ones of the family circle—their happi¬ 
ness and future welfare were dearer to him 
than life. Rather than wound their tender 
and loving hearts—for months he smothered 
the cry of pain and smiled upon them as in 
the days of health. He did more—he labored 
incessantly on his hook, fearful lest death 
should overtake him before his task was com¬ 
pleted. 

And you, his dear comrades in arms, ye 
were not forgotten. He was anxious that the 
errors and mistakes which had origin in the 
excitement, jealousies and misunderstand¬ 
ings incident to that tremendous conflict 
should be corrected. He was anxious to cor¬ 
rect his own mistakes. He was anxious that 
your valor and deeds of high emprise should 
be known and fully appreciated. He desired 
to do you justice. He was not content that 
you should await the slow process of time 
and the patient plodding of the future Histo¬ 
rian. It was his earnest desire to see equal 
and exact justice done to all. For himself he 
sought for nothing-upon his great heart he 
bore you all. Whether he completed his task 
to his own satisfaction may never be known, 
he has at least done it to the satisfaction of 
his countrymen. For thousands of years the 
summit ofPisgah’sMountbasbeen renowned 
tn song and story as the death plaee^of a states¬ 
man and lawgiver, a great leader and proph¬ 
et—and now that Adirondack peak, Mt. Mc¬ 
Gregor, will forever be inseparably associated 
with the name of Grant. It is about to be¬ 
come a patriotic Mecca, toward which in the 
many years to come the American citizen 
will make his pious pilgrimages, and as he 


stands upon its lofty summit with uncove'ed 
head, viewing the grand panorama spread 
around, and remembering the death scene 
there enacted, his bosom will swell with emo¬ 
tion as did that of the pious Jew when stand¬ 
ing on Pisgah’s Summit, where Moses died, he 
gazed over the promised land. Future bards 
in pious strains will sing the song, and Mt. 
McGregor shall ever remain a monument of 
his glory. 

Let me conclude in the words of another: 
“ Beyond the river of time which flows be 
tween, walk the brave men and beautiful 
women of the past, grouped in twilight upon 
the shore. Distance smoothes away defects, 
and with gentle darkness rounds every form 
into grace. It steals the harshness from their 
speech, and every word becomes a song. Far 
across the gulf that ever widens, they look 
upon us -with eyes whose glance is tender and 
which light us to success. We acknowledge 
our inheritance, we accept our birthright; we 
own that their careers have pledged us to no¬ 
ble action. Every great life is an incentive to 
all other lives.” So shall it ever he with our 
Grant. His influence shall be felt through 
all the ages. Not such as that excited by the 
memory of Alexander, Csesar or Napoleon. 
They may stir the youthful ardor to seek for 
fame and glory. The story of Grant’s career 
will teach the youth of all time the worth and 
beauty of patriotic self-denial, of a pure life, 
of faith and confidence in the truth and right, 
and forever point out to them the path that 
leads to true glory and endless happiness. 

President Ford 

Seconded the motion, and said: 

MH FORD’S MINUTE. 

There are times when silence is more impressive 
than tne most impassioned oratory. It seems to 
me that we at this time should do nothing more 
than bow our heads with deep solemnity, and 
weep over the bier of this great man who has 
been called by an overruling Providence from 
time to eternity. For me to add anything to 
what has been so appropriately set forth in the 
Minute just presented, and the writings of the 
press, and by men of ability throughout the land, 
would he like “gildingrefinedgold or painting the 
lily.” 

When passing down the street yesterday, I met a 
representative of the public press, who asked: 
“What can you say of Grant?” My reply, after a 
moment’s reflection, was: “That to me he pre¬ 
sented the grandest type of the possibilities of 
an American citizen." 

Born in the lower walks of life, he raised himself 
from obscurity to the highest position in the gift 
of the American people. By his perseverance he 
obtained his admission to the great military 
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school of the country, accomplishing not more I 
than had been accomplished by many other J 
students. Graduating therefrom we learu of him 1 
fighting under the flag of his country in the 
Mexican war, engaged in the battles of Vera 
Cruz, Chcpultapec, Molinodcl Rey and others of 
that war, receiving the commendation of his su¬ 
perior officers, and promotion for his gallantry. 
After the close of that war he returned to private 
life, serving in an humble station and working 
for the wife he so dearly loved, and who is now 
left to mourn his loss. 

At the commencement of the War of the Rebellion 
he again

of his country, and of his conduct throughout 
that war, it would not become me to speak, those 
who shared in his glory and renown should, 
and will, more ably perform that duty. The war 
closed, his sword was again sheathed, and with 
the modesty of the true soldier he received the 
surrender of those who had been his foes, and 
with the true enlightentment of the statesman, his 
attention was turned to the securing of a true 
and lasting peace. To speak of his services either 
as citizen, soldier or statesman, is the work of the 
historian. He is dead, but his works live after 
him, and from these works we can learn much 
that shall be useful to us, and his acts, if copied, 
will tend to make of us and those who shall suc¬ 
ceed us, patriots in the fullest sense of that word. 
His love of country was unbounded, the blandish¬ 
ments of foreign courts, the flatteries of the 
world, had no pleasure for him, and only tended 
to make him more distinctively an American. 

The characteristics of this great man, which makes 
the greatest impress on my mind, were his mod¬ 
esty, aifection, firmness and patience, and nothing 
can further confirm his great modesty than the 
opening sentences of his eighth and last Annual 
Message to Congress, wherein he speaks of his 
fortune or misfortune of being called to the Pres¬ 
idency without any political training for so great 
an office, and calling attention to the fact that 
since he was seventeen years of age, he had never 
witnessed but two Presidential struggles, and with 
all humility, acknowledging that from this want 
of training doubtless many mistakes had been 
made. This coming from a man who had received 
all honors, military and civil, that a grateful 
country could confer upon him, was an exhibition 
of true modesty. 

HIS NOBLE QUALITIES. 

His affection has been manifested by his love for 
friends, and more particularly by his trying un¬ 
dertaking during the last months of his life in 
working lioth with brain and pen, not for his own 
popularity, no* to add one leaf to the laurels of 
his crown, not for his own personal agrandize- 
uient, bu:, though nicked with pain, his great ob¬ 
ject was to leave his widow and family a compe¬ 
tence for their support, after Uia spirit had fled to 


the bosom of the God who gave it. 

His firmness was illustrated by the persistency with 
which he conducted his campaigns in the greatest 
of all wars, and his patience under suffering has 
been known o all upon his bed of sickness and of 
death. 

He has been memorable in his plainuess of speech 
and his many terse and epigrammatic sayings 
show the firmness and consistency of the charac¬ 
ter of the man. 

It was my fortune to be engaged in edueatiaonal 
pursuits during the civil administration of Gen¬ 
eral Grant. His utterances on the subject of 
general education attracted my attention, and 
upon this as upon all other questions, he gave out 
no uncertain sound, and I will here read a short 
speech made by him in this city, on December 13, 
1879, We love to collect mementoes and to treas- j 
ure sayings made by the idol of the family, here 
is one made by the idol of the nation, and we, 
and those who follow us. will do well to remember 
and faithfully to carry oqt the recommendations 
therein made. He said: 

“There is no interest in your city, or in the land, 
that I feel as deep an interest in and desire to see 
fostered as 1 do the free public-school system. Ig¬ 
norance is the only thing that upholds Monarchy, 
and it was that, in particular, that was the cause of 
ou ■ civil war. I would have education diffused all 
over the land, and then our country would never be 
in danger. I only regret that there is as much ig¬ 
norance in our country as there is. I am in favor 
of compulsory education, and that each State should 
enact laws compelling the attendance of every child 
of the proper age at some institution of learning. 
Of course the general government could not pass 
law's to this end, but, by the sale of public lands, and 
the proceeds set aside for educational purposes, 
could indirectly if not directly, further the school 
facilities in each State. Gentlemen, I hope your 
effort will be imitated all over the land, and will 
soon see a general attendance of the rising genera¬ 
tion in every portion of our country.” 

Let the characteristics of the greatest soldier of the 
age be copied by us, so shall we become the better 
citizens, patriots in all that the term implies, re 
memberiug, iu the words of Longfellow: 

“Thelives of great men all remind us 
We can make our lives sublime, 

And, departing, leave behind us 
Footprints on the sands of time.” 

Mr. K. Herron said: 

Mr. President To those who served in 
the Union Army during the late war, the affliction 
comes with peculiar force. To each one of these 
veterans of the war the death of General 
Grant comes as a personal bereavement. My ac 
quaintance with General Grant dates back 
for some two years before the war, when he resided 
at Galena, Illinois, and I add my testimony to his 
noble qualities of character, both as an humble 
private citizen and a soldier. The value of his ser-

Tices to his count"y cannot be overestimated, and 
the name of General, Grant will be written 
upon the pages of history and handed down to fu¬ 
ture generations as the greatest General the world 
ever saw. 

And the question being taken on the adop¬ 
tion of the Minute as reported by the com¬ 
mittee, a rising vote was had.

Gentlemen— We, the undersigned citizens 
and taxpayers respectfully petition you on 
behalf of Dr. David Hostetter, in relation to 
the case now pending against him as the 
bondsman of Mr. A. Hartupee, the contractor 
who engaged to build the pumpingmachinery 
for our New Waterworks. We believe that 
the legal proceedings against him now in 
course of trial, at the next term of court 
should be stayed, in order to give you time 
for a careful review of important questions 
connected with the subpct. 

While we have uo desire to discuss the 
matter at length, yet a few facts, which we 
understand are freely admitted by all the par¬ 
ties concerned, may not beoutof place. These 
we will now briefly state. During the years 
1872 and 1873, your Council, acting in their 
official capacity, contracted with a Hartu¬ 
pee to build two sets of pumping engines 
with other machinery required for the new 
waterworks, at the fixed price of #793,000, and 
that during the progress of the work, the 
contractor was paid #593,nOO, and that in the 
early part, of the year 1H79, the city authori¬ 
ties took forcible possession of said machin¬ 
ery on account of the alleged delay in finish¬ 
ing and delivering the same, and proceeded 
to finish and put into operation said machin¬ 
ery at an outlay of less than #70,000, and that 
said machinery has been doing satisfactory 
duty from that time until the present—about 
six years—capable of furnishing, with ordin¬ 
ary care, enough water to supply a popula¬ 
tion of treble our number. 

From the foregoing statement it would ap¬ 
pear that our city still owes the contractor a 
large amount, which we are creditably in¬ 
formed our city authorities were willing to 
compromise by paying him for a final settle¬ 
ment the sum of $175,'MO. 

Further, it appears that when the contract 
was made, that it contained a clause clothing 
the mechanical engineer with absolute power 
while supervising the construction of the ma¬ 
chinery, to reject what he considered defec¬ 
tive material and workmanship, and also to 
assess damages for delay beyond the time 
specified for the completion and putting into 
operation said machinery. It further ap¬ 
pears that said engineer, acting on the abso¬ 
lute power he possessed by reason of said 
contract, considered It to be his duty to act as 
iHe final arbitrator of the case, and awarded 
damages in favor of our city for the sum of 
over $300,'000, an amount which the contractor 
from causes stated, was utterly unable to 
pay. 


Hence our city authorities proceeded against 
his bondsman, and have already collected 
from him over #20*1,000, with another case now 
pending.in court against him, the said bonds¬ 
man, fora large amount. 

Gentlemen of the Councils, we respectfully 
request that you stay all further legal pro¬ 
ceedings until you have thoroughly examined 
the matter, and have had time to decide, 
agreeably to the equities of the, case, as we 
deem it to be beyond the pale of public poli¬ 
cy for our city to profit by any plea or cause 
of a doubtful nature, not strictly in accord 
with exact justice to all concerned.

Constable 
Daly knew at the time that he was violating 
one of the rules governing the Police Depart¬ 
ment. Tiiis is the principal reason of refusing 
J. B. Hyndman, alderman, the privilege of 
placingprisoners in station houses. There 
are thirty-six aldermen in the city. .If all 
were granted the right, we would be without 
proper accommodations for our own. I do 
not think the ordinance regulating the Po¬ 
lice Department provides for prisoners of al¬ 
dermen.

ments, it Is necessary to initiate new arrange¬ 
ments, to effect the endsthe former ones were 
Intended to subserve. 

There have been refunded $1,480,000 of street 
bonds which matured in 1882 and 1883, the 
status of which Is not aflected by the Court’s 
decision—they having on the contrary affirm¬ 
ed the validity of said bonds as to the rights 
of innocent holders. 

Of bonds coming under the purview of the 
Court’s decision there matured on October 1, 
1884, the sum of $500,000; on April l, 1885, the 
sum of $2,380,300, and on October 1, 1885, the 
further sum of $081,300. There will mature on 
January 1 next, the sum of $375,300, and on 
March 1, 1880, $378,80 J, and on April 1 follow¬ 
ing, the further sum of $08,000. The bonds 
which matured In October last year and in 
April and October of the present year ($3,501,- 
000 together) have been extended and remain 
In the hands of the holders, payable on six 
months’demand by the holders, or HO days’ 
notice by the city. 

In addition to the above there matured on 
March 1, 1884, the sum of $55,000, for which 
Whelen, Met andless & Scully deposited in 
the treasury, on the 25th of January, 1884, the 
money to purchase new bonds under the con 
tract, hut the preliminary injunction of the 
lower court intervened before the new bonds 
were delivered, and on the day said loan ma¬ 
tured I purchased them as an investment for 
the sinking fund under the Penn Avenue 
Act. The $55,00!) deposited by the said Whe¬ 
len, McCandiess & Seully was returned to 
them after the Supreme Court announced its 
decision, and the said bonds are still held as 
an investment for said sinking fund. 

The entire amount of bonds past maturity, 
is, therefore, $3,010,000; and those about to ma¬ 
ture are $822,100, making a total of $4,438,700 to 
be now provided for.

To the Conference Committee of Councils of the 
i City of Pittsburgh: 

The President of the Monongahela Water 
Company and the Chairman of the committee 
appointed by the directors to treat with your 
joint committee, would respectfully present 
to you the following facts and propositions on 
behalf of said company and its stockholders. 

In the first place, the company did not re¬ 
fuse, as is alleged, to furnish your committee 
all desired information. We had nothing to 
conceal, and attended at every meeting to 
which we were invited, and are ready and 
willing to give them or any other committee 
you may appoint, all the information in our 
possession, and full access to our books and 
| accounts. 

In the second place, the company, to our 
1 knowledge, has never issued any illegal stock, 
as is alleged, but can show full authority for 
| every share issued, either under special en¬ 
actments or Jhe general law in that behalf, 
and in the 'method prescribed by oiir at¬ 
torneys. 

And third, no stock was ever issued and de¬ 
livered without payment for it in (ash, or in 
dividends and earnings to which the party 
was entitled' on other stock which he held. 
And the stock paid for In the latter .way 
amounted to but very little. 

In tiie fourth place, the proceeds of all our 
stock was every dollar honestly and econom¬ 
ically expended, and much more besides, 
from the actual earnings in the construction 
of the works, purchase of real estate, exten¬ 
sion of mains, etc. 

the company did not begin to pay divi¬ 
dends until ^872, the previous earnings being 
turned into improvements, and the dividends 
since paid are correctly reported by your com¬ 
mittee. ‘ 

The actual cost of our plant, as near as can 
be ascertained, is §893,000. Of course it has 
gradually increased in value, as is indicated 
by the increased market value of the stock. 
This increase has resulted from careful and 
economical management, and the natural in¬ 
crease in value of real estate and other prop¬ 
erty under the company’s care. And we 
claim that, according to all legal, equitable 
and busim ss principles, its value to its stock¬ 
holders is the present market value of itJV 
stock. No one can truthfully deny this prin¬ 
ciple. The city does not own it, and the com¬ 
pany has done nothing to justify her in claim¬ 
ing it; and we think it unfair to try to accom¬ 
plish the destruction of our property, and 
the reby e nable the ci ty to succeed to i is prod t s 
and emolunfents without the payment of any¬ 
thing to our stockholders. 

We also wish it to he distinctly understood 
that the so-called §3,1)00,000 ordinance pending 





























in Councils 1 h not at our company’s instance | 
or favored and promoted by it., as has been i 
persistently represented to Councils and the ! 
public to our prejudice, rt is not m ac cord¬ 
ance with any proposi lion ever made by us 
to your committee, and not in accordance 
with your committee's report, or the ordi¬ 
nance recommended by It, and would cer¬ 
tainly not be aceptcd by our stockholders if. 
passed. It makes a show of large payment,', 
misleading the public to believe that, under it 
we would ^et more than onr plant, is worth ; 
whilst it binds the city to pay nothing at all. 

And it gives the city the property absolutely , 
at the end of thirty years, and the power to 
sell and dispose of It in the meantime as she 
pleases, whether a dollar is paid for it or not. 

It limits payment in every contingency ex¬ 
pressly to the net profits under city manage¬ 
ment, after paying all salaries, wages, repairs 
and expenses; and, judging of the future 
from the past of city management in its own 
water system, it is not at all likely there ever 
would be any net revenue out of which to pay | 
our company anything. 

The present net income of our works, and 
Its prospects for increased future net income, 
is all thatyourcommttt.ee reports it. to be. i 
Hut that report is predicated on our com- ! 
pany’s management, and not on that of the ( 
city, which in water supplying or any other 1 
regular business pursuit is not likely to ever 
produce much if any net profits. 

Yet, whilst we could not accept that ordi- I 
nance in its present shape, we assure you our 
stockholders arc not averse to any reasonable 
arrangement short of the surrender of their 
property without compensation. They are , 
desirous, if possible, to avoid conflict or con- i 
tention with the city in any respect. They ! 
recognize the great disparity of power be¬ 
tween them and the city; and the advantages • 
the city would have through the influence of 
its officials and employees, as well as its polit- 
cal influence, to ignore and trample upon the 
rights of a handful of private citizens in any 
such contest. It is only when driven to it and 
in self preservation, that our company will 
resist. And in view of this we submit to your 
consideration the following propositions: 

1st. The company to lease its plant to the 
city for a term of years, on a yearly rental 
equal to six per cent, on the fair market val¬ 
ue of the Rtock, payable semi-annually; with 
power to the city to purchase at any time 
when her financial condition will permit, 
and to become absolute owner on paying the 
company the principal represented by the 
rental as interest. And, in order to conform 
to the city's present disability to contract fur¬ 
ther pecuniary obligations, it could be pro¬ 
vided that the city might cancel the lease and 
all further liability under it, at any time, on 
six months notice, if she deemed it to her in- j 
terestto do so. And if the city and compa¬ 
ny cannot agree on the market value of the I 
stock, and rental to be paid, it could be rtxecl 
by submission to the arbitrament ot five dis¬ 
interested and unprejudiced business men 
mutually choos n Or, 

2d, If more satisfactory lo you, the com¬ 
pany could bind itself in a contract with 
the city to furnish all the water needed by 
consumers on the South Side, on the same 
schedule and at the same ra’es paid by con¬ 
sumers in the old city; and to extend the 


mains wherever the city would extend them 
in like conditions in her territory between 
the livers; and tlie company to turn over her 
pumping works and basins to the city, the 
city to supply the water ember from them or 
her own basins between the rivers or both; 
aiul I lie company to pay her a rental for this 
service, in semi-anmmi installments equal to 
ihe present cost to the company for the same 
service, to be increased according to the in¬ 
creased quantity of water required. Provid¬ 
ed, however, that if in the future, the city re¬ 
duced her water rents below present rates, 
ihe company to lie allowed a proportionate 
reduction from its rent payable to the city for 
the water And this arrangement to continue 
for thirty years, when the city to become the 
absolute owner of the property without more 
to be done. Under this proposition, instead of 
the city paying the company $100,000 annual¬ 
ly, she would be receiving at Least from #12,- 
000 to $25,000 annually from the company, 
with but very little expense to her if she 
could continue to supply all the water needed 
from her own basins between the rivers. 

In our humble opinion, either of those 
propositions would be fair and liberal to t ^e 
city ; es much so as our stockholders can af¬ 
ford to make without a sacrifice of their 
property. Hut if you can suggest any other 
plan more acceptable to the city, without an 
entire surrender on their part, we assure you 
they will earnestly consider it.

The undersigned, acting for and on behalf of 
the Monongahela Water Company and its 
stockholders, would most respectfully repre¬ 
sent : 

That as already stated to your Co Ji rence 
Committee, our stockholders cannot accept 
Bill No. 7, C. C., entitled, “An Ordinance pro¬ 
viding for the lease of the works of tin - Mon¬ 
ongahela Water Co.” in Its present shape, and 
it will therefore be unnecessary to further 
consider it unless you see fit to provide some 
other or better security for payment of the • 
rent. One hundred thousand dollars per an¬ 
num for thirty years, when reduced to its cash 
value, for the time the payments have to run, 
does not exceed the present market value of 
our company’s stock ; but our proposition did 
not propose to limit payment to net. profits 
without, proper limitation on the expendi¬ 
tures as to salaries and the like. Blit such is 
the ordinance; and judging of the future from 
the past, our stockholders are unwilling to 
risk payment out of net profits under unre¬ 
strained city expenditure-.

It to her interest to take this course. Or. 

2d, If more satisfactory to you, the com¬ 
pany would bind itself in a contract to 
furnish all the water needed by consumers, 
or otherwise, on the South Side, on the same 
schedule,'and at the same rates at all times, 
as furnished to consumers in the old city; 
and to extend the water mains oil the South 
Side wherever the city would extend them in 
like conditions in her own territory between 
the rivers; and the company to turn over her 
pumping works aud basins to the city, the 
city agreeing to supply the company all the 
water needed for distribution on the South 
Hide,either from them or her own basins be¬ 
tween the rivers or both; the company to pay 
her a rental for this service, in semi-annual 
Installments e<iual to the present cost to the 
company for tiie same service, and propor¬ 
tionately for any increased quantity of water 
needed.

This arrangement to continue for 
thirty years, after which the city to become 
the absolute owner of the property without 
more to be done. 

Under the latter proposition, the people of 
the South side would be supplied with water 
at the sa me rates as elsewhere throughout the 
city; and the city would be in receipt of from 
#12,000 to $25,000 annually instead of paying a 
rental to the company of $100,000 annually. 
And this, too, with but very little additional 
expense to her if, as is alleged, she can supply 
all the water needed in the future for the 
South side from her basins between the 
rivers. 

We would cheerfully accede to any modifi¬ 
cation of the details of either of these propo¬ 
sitions which Councils may suggest, if sub¬ 
stantially protected, or will entertain any 
other proposition which you may suggest, 
provided, it does not contain too great risk or 
sacrifice of our stockholders' interests. 

A.11 of which we respectfully submit, and 
ask for ityour candid consideration as speed¬ 
ily as possible, in order that, if no compro¬ 
mise can be affected, these unpleasant nego¬ 
tiations for peace may end, and a battle be 
prepared for which must result in loss to bot h 
sides.

GENTOEMEN—In reply to your several ques¬ 
tions touching the “East End Sewerage Sys¬ 
tem,” I respectfully reply. 

Section 8 of Article XVI of the Constitution 
of 1874 declares ‘'Municipal and other corpor¬ 
ations and individuals invested with the 
privilege * of taking private property for 
oublic use shall make Just compensation for 


property taken, injured or destroyed by the 
construction or enlargement of their works, 
highways or improvements, which compen¬ 
sation shall be paid or secured before such 
taking, injury or destruction.” 

"The General assembly is hereby prohib¬ 
ited from depriving any person of an appeal 
from any preliminary assessment of damages 
against any such corporations or individuals 
made by viewers or otherwise; and the 
amount of such damages in all cases of ap¬ 
peal shall, on the demand of either party, be 
determined by a.jury according to the course 
of the common law.” 

The Act of June 13, 1874, was enacted to 
carry out and regulate the mode of appeal 
(where not otherwise specially provided) and 
trial by jury of such appeal. 

I am, therefore, of opinion and so advise. 

First—That the City of Pittsburgh has no 
right or power to enter upon, take, injure or 
destroy private property in constructing a 
sewer or other public improvement without 
first assessing the damages and paying or 
securing payment of the same to the property 
owners. 1 am also of opinion that an ordi¬ 
nance for the location of the sewer and as¬ 
sessment of damages should precede all 
other legislation by Councils on the subject 
matter. 

I am of opinion that the Act of January (I, 
1864, and the various supplements thereto 
prescribe a sufficient and adequate method 
for the assessment of damages for the prop¬ 
erty taken In such case. 

The Act of March 20,1873, provides: " That 
said city shall have power, when necessary 
in the construction of sewers, to lay the same 
through private property, and the damages, 
if any, shall be included in and assessed as a 
part of the cost and expense of the sewer.” 
This right of entry upon private property 
must be controlled, by the constitutional pro¬ 
vision hereinbefore cited. 

I do not regard the Act of March 20, 1873, 
unconstitutional. I believe the remedy 
therein prescribed, taken in connection with 
preceding and succeeding legislation, ample 
to redress all injury. This Act is a supple¬ 
ment to the Act of January 6, 1864, which Act 
fully provides for and prescribes the manner 
in which appeals may and shall be taken; 
and when so taken to the Court of Quarter 
Sessions, either party may have the record 
certified to the Court of Common Pleas for 
trial by jury, as provided in said Act of June 
13, 1874. 

Second—I am of opinion the city would be 
liable on her contract for the work of con- 
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struct!ng such sewer, whether the cost of i 
such construction Is collected from the prop¬ 
erty owners or not, unless the city tn such j 
contract shall expressly provide otherwise. 1 
She can provide that all payments under 
such contract shall be limited to the amounts 
collected from the property. 

' apprehend, however, that it would be 
uifiicult to let a contract, and have proper 
and efiicient work done, under such restric¬ 
tions.

lion of such street, road, lane or alley as may 
be designated by the City Engineer, and shall 
be laid under ins supervision and control; 
that the said City Engineer shall have the 
right, and he is hereby empowered, to place 
suitable persons in charge of said work dur¬ 
ing its progress, to supervise and direct the 
work thereon, at the expense of the individ¬ 
ual, company or corporation having such 
pipes laid.

to be approved by the City Engineer and Nat¬ 
ural Gas Committee of Councils of escape 
pipes sufficient to carry off'any and all gas 
which may leak or escape through defective 
joints, service pipes, connections or defects in 
the pipes.

W here ah. The following state of facts do 
now appear, to-wit: 

That the City of Pittsburgh has expended 
about $l(K),00(J for the purpose of extending 
her water pipes to the wards on the south 
side of the Monongahela river; 

That the City has a contract with the Mo¬ 
nongahela Water Company that requires her 
to pay to said company six thousand dollars 
annually for water furnished by said com¬ 
pany to supply the fire plugs on the South 
bide; 

That the said company has heretofore been 
and is now charging higher water rates In 
many cases than the schedule of rates levied 
by the city; 

That the people on the South Side are re¬ 
quired by law to pay taxes to the city to 
make up deficiencies in her water revenue in 
addition to their water rents; 

That, in order to extend the city’s water 
pipes through the territory on the South 
Side, it will require a large annual expendi¬ 
ture of money and an increase in taxation 
throughout the whole city; 

That an extension of her pipes by the city 
will bring her into competition with the said 
company to the detriment of the interests of 
both; 

That at the time said company expended 
their money and constructed their works, 
that territory was unoccupied, and their 
works were then, and have since been, a 
great public benefit in that locality, and is, 
therefore, entitled to just and equitable con¬ 
sideration by the city authorities; 

And Whereas, The city can obtain inter¬ 
est on her said investment, and at the same 
time utilize the same for the benefit of her 
citizens on the Mouth Side by obtaining from 
said company a release of the said annual 
payment of six thousand dollars, nud can 
also have justice done to the people of said 
locality by obtaining the assessment of water 
rents not higher than the annual assessments 
made by Ihe city.

ions of an Act of the General Assembly of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, enti¬ 
tled, “An Act to provide for the Incorporation 
and Regulation of Natural Gas Companies," 
approved May 29, 1885, and also all corpora¬ 
tions whose purpose it shall be to supply nat¬ 
ural gas to the public in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh for illuminating purposes (either in its 
natural condition qr after treatment in order 
to better fit it for use as an ilium inant) shall 
have the privilege of opening any street, lane 
road or alley within the limits of said city, 
ancl of laying down pipes for the purpose of 
conveying and distributing gas, with neces¬ 
sary street boxes and valves, and with the 
further privilege Of making necessary con¬ 
nections for consumers, subject, however, to 
all the provisions of an ordinance of said city 
approved August 10,1885. 

,Sec. 2. The privileges granted by this or¬ 
dinance shall be enjoyed by any such corpo¬ 
ration only upon the following conditions, 
viz.: 

(a) Any corporation asking a permit to lay 
pipes hereunder shall first furnish to the 
Commissioner of Highways a plan showing 
the streets, highways, lanes and alleys pro¬ 
posed to be opened, the location of the pipes 
proposed to be laid, with specifications giv¬ 
ing full particulars, to the said Commissioner 
ot Highways as to the kind and size of pipes 
proposed to be .used in method of laying the 
same, and an estimate of the probable cost 
thereof, and in case of any proposed exten¬ 
sion of pipe lines by any such corporation 
thereafter, like plans, specifications and esti¬ 
mates respecting such proposed extension 
shall in like manner be furnished said Com¬ 
missioner of Highways, who shall, subject to 
the further provisions hereof, from time to 
time grant permits for the construction or ex¬ 
tension of pipe lines by said corporations 
pursuant to said plans. In case of the re¬ 
fusal of the Commissioner of Highways to 
approve the plans, methods, specifications 
and estimates, the same shall be submitted 
to Councils at its next meeting, with a state¬ 
ment of reasons for said action, who shall 
hear, consider and determine, and their judg¬ 
ment shall be final. 

(6) Before any permit for such construc¬ 
tion or extension shall be issued, the Presi¬ 
dent and the Treasurer of such corporation 
shall make and file with the City Controller 
a certificate setting forth the names of the 
stockholders of said corporation and the 
amount of stock held or subscribed for by 
each, and no permit shall be issued unless it 
shall appear by said certificate, to the satis¬ 
faction of the Commissioner of Highways, 
that a sufficient amount of capital has been 
subscribed to complete the work in accord¬ 
ance with the plans, specifications ana esti¬ 
mates filed. Said certificate sha,H be verified 
by the affidavit of the President and Treas¬ 
urer of the corporation that the statemeuu 
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therein set forth are true; that the subscrip¬ 
tions therein set forth were made in good 
faith by the persons named, and at least fifty 
(5(1) per cent, of the amount of said respective 
subscriptions has already been paid in good 
faith in cash into the Treasury of tiie compa¬ 
ny, or if the same lias not been paid in cash 
said certificate and affidavit shall state spe¬ 
cifically and in detail how the same has been 
paid and by whom, describing and identify¬ 
ing fully all and any property conveyed or 
assigned and any labor done in payment for 
stocks. 

(cl Any corporation or company operating 
under or enjoying the privileges granted by 
this ordinance may, only with the consent of 
a majority of the stockholders in value of 
said company, transfer said privileges to any 
other corporation or company by filing a 
certificate to such effect in the office of the 
Controller of the City of Pittsburgh, and 
thereupon such corporation or company to 
which such privileges shall have been trans¬ 
ferred shall have, possess and enjoy all the 
rights, powers and privileges granted by this 
ordinance. Provided, that before any such 
transfer shall take place the reasons therefor 
shall be submitted in writing to the Councils 
of said city, through the Presidents of both 
branches, who shall, within five days, call a 
meeting of Councils to take action thereon, 
and if the said transfer shall be approved by 
ordinance it shall then be consummated.

and in all cases where certificates are re¬ 
quired to be filed under the terms of this or¬ 
dinance setting forth the names of stock¬ 
holders, it shall be the duty of said corpora¬ 
tion and its officers, in case of stocks 
standing in the name of any one as trustee, 
to inquire and ascertain the name or names

to grant permits to open streets for the pur¬ 
pose of laying pipes, to the extent and in the 
location and manner indicated by the plans 
filed as aforesaid, subject to all the provis¬ 
ions hereof and of other ordinances regu¬ 
lating the opening of streets or highways; 
provided, however, that the Commissioner of 
Highways may, in ills discretion, refuse such

That for 
the purpose of providing sufficient revenue 
to meet the ordinary expenses of the city, 
(o pay the interest on outstanding bonds ami 
to discharge all other liabilities now due or 
which may become payable during said year 
1880, taxes shall be and are hereby levied and 
assessed upon all property and other objects 
of taxation as follows:

Whereas, The P. R. R. Co., receiving un¬ 
precedented liberal franchises and privileges 
from our city, have been charging five cents 
per hundred-weight, or $20.oo for hauling a 
twenty ton car load of grain from the Central 
Elevator to points on the P., V. & C. H. K. 
within the city limits, which is more than 
the same company receives for hauling grain 
for the Ohio shippers from the Transfer ."ta¬ 
ttoo In Pittsburgh, to Baltimore, and those 
unjust and unreasonable charges are made on 
grain that has already paid the same com¬ 
panies inequitable rates when hauled into the 
city. Therefore, 

Resolved, That the Grain and Flour Ex¬ 
change suggest that, in addition to the con¬ 
ditions already enumerated in the aforesaid 
ordinance, that‘ the charges of the R. R. Co.

Gentlemen—F or a longtime a portion of 
Sarah street, on the South Side, has been in a 
very bad condition. 

Along this street the tracks of the Pitts¬ 
burgh and Ormsby Passenger Railway are 
laid. Under the charter and ordinance, the 
company are required to keep the streets 
used by it in good condition. This company is 
now, and has been for years, insolvent, as I 
am advised and believe. If the city did the 
work of repairing and repaving she could not 
recover the expense from the company. To 
aid the property holders as much as possible, 
the city agreed to pav one-half, the said com¬ 
pany one-fourth, and the remaining fourth to 
be paid by the owners of property on the 
street. 

Some of the property owners are unwilling 
to pay any portion of the expense, insisting 
the whole snail be paid either by the city or 
the company, for the reason, as they claim, 
the property paid the whole of the cost of the 
original paving. 

As at present situated, the city cannot as¬ 
sume the additional indebtedness—she can¬ 


not recover the cost from the company. I 
have advised some of the owners of property, 
and the committee, that, in my judgment, 
the offer made by the city was a fair one, and 
that they should assume the payment of one- 
fourth. If you should believe it right to incur 
the whole expense, some arrangement might 
be made the coming year for a special appro¬ 
priation. 

The owners of the property, however, arc 
not asked to do any more than is being done 
in other parts of the city, 

I address this communication in order that 
you may be advised of the facts whereon to 
act, and aiso as affording relief tocouncilmen 
coming from the neighborhood where com¬ 
plaint is made, in order that they may be re¬ 
lieved from further action.

To the Honorable Members of Select and Com¬ 
mon Councils: 

1st. I believe that the construction of the 
North Shore Railroad will be a benefit, as 
all such improvements are, to a greater or 
less extent, to the City of Pittsburgh, and will 
be a special benefit to owners of manufac¬ 
tories along its line. But this improvement 
should be made, if possible, as not to cause 
Injuries to other industries 

2d. Tne construction of the North Shore 
Railroad, as appears from the Ordinance be¬ 
fore me, will be for a distance of two (2) mites 
or more between Lock No. 1 and Four Mile 
Run, built upon trestlings in the Mononga- 
bela river. This Is objectionable in Itself, but 
especially so In view of the fact, that it will 
encroach upon and seriously obst ruct the lock 
and its appproaches at Dam No. 1, through 
which all the craft navigating the river passes, 
and endangering the lives of those engaged 
in navigation. 

3d. The result will be a serious loss to the 
coal and river industries of the Monongahela 
valley, which are extremely valuable to this 
city. There is abundance of room upon the 
land on which to locate and construct this 
railroad In such a way as not to Interfere with 
navigation, the only evil result being a possi¬ 
bly larger expenditure on the part of the rail¬ 
road company for right of way. 

4th. Being a benefit to the owners of land 
along its line, doubtless concessions can be 
obtained in the purchase of its right of way 
and for any injury done by location upon the 
land to any particular land owner, he can be 
compensated for the same.

JOINT SESSION 
President Gourley said: 

To-day the weeping eyes of a great nation 
are turned to Mount McGregor, and the 
thoughts of the civilized world centre in the 
cottage where our nation’s beloved hero, and 
a world’s great w arrior, sleeps. 

After weary months of suffering and pain, 
endured without a murmur or complaint, the 
great commander, the distinguished citizen^ 
yields to the relentless conqueror of ail men 
and calmly sinks to his eternal rest. 

And, Is he really dead; and has he passed 
away never to return to bless the land he 




loved, and to gladden the hearts which mourn 
so bitterly his loss? 

Yes; he has gone never to return. The 
removed eoldier, the disinterested patriot, is 
dead, and he shall henceforth live only In the 
hearts of his countrymen, and In the history 
of the land which he made glorious by his 
genius and immortal deeds. 

There is a sense in which great and good 
men never die. Washington is dead; but 
though almost a hundred years have passed 
since a nation wept above his new-made 
grave, the schoolboy of the hour Is as famil. 
lar with his character as though he moved 
among us now. Washington Is dead, but the 
mighty struggle in which he was Leader and 
iiero, and out of which sprung a new and in. 
dependent nation, forms an epoch in the 
world’s history, m which he constitutes the 
grand and central figure to be remembered 
so long as hearts beat, and history speaks. 

Lincoln is dead. And yet the great and 
good man whose wisdom guided our nation 
during the mightiest internal conflict ever 
witnessed by the world,—a conflict in which 
the passions of men ran wild as a tempestu¬ 
ous sea—will never die. 

So, Grant, like the martyred Lincoln who 
loved to lean'ton and trust him in the storm 
of the conflict in which they were both great 
actors, is dead. 

The greatest military chieftain of the age; 
the illustrious soldier whom the world, not 
his own country only, but the world delight¬ 
ed to honor; the savior of his country, is 
dead. 

Rut, like Washington and Lincoln, he will 
have continued existence In the reccollectlon 
of posterity. His virtues and noble deeds 
will be exempt from oblivion. His glorious 
fame will constitute a priceless heritage to 
generations succeeding each other through 
the lapse of ages—the boy of a thousand years 
hence, as he struggles to overcome the ob- 
slaclesin his pathway to a glorious and un¬ 
sullied manhood, will read the history of this 
silent man, and gather inspiration from the 
character of the boy of Galena. 

Should danger, in the days to come, threaten 
the Republic, the future patriot will trace on 
the page of history the illustrious deeds of 
this great man in defense of his country, and 
with renewed patriotism, and hope and 
courage, go forth with settled purpose to de¬ 
fend and save. 

Rome had her Caesar and France her 
Napoleon, but If man’s greatness Is to be 
measured by the good which he accomplishes 
for his race, his country and the world, the 
fame of IT. S. Grant will continue to shine* 
wtth undiminished lustre down through the 
ages long after the glory of Caesar and 
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Napoleon shall have been dimmed by the 
lapse of years. 

Gentlemen ok Councils: — President 
Ford, of Common Council, and myself, met 
yesterday upon the announcement of Gen- 
krai. Grant’s death and decided upon this 
meeting, and. at the same time, we appoint¬ 
ed Messrs. Bruce and Mellon, of select, 
and CarnAhnn, Wight man and I'omier, 
of Common Councils as a committee to pre¬ 
pare a suitable expression of condolence and 
sympathy of Councils. 

Mr. Carnahan, of the committee, present¬ 
ed and read the following Minute: 

The Select and Common Councils of the City 
of Pittsburgh have met for the performance 
of no mere Municipal duty. Gknekal 
Grant, the most distinguished citizen of the 
Kepubllc, and the greatest soldier of the 
age, whose patriotism equalled his military 
genius, whose name is honored in every 
land, but whose fame Is the special heritage 
of our own country, has been railed to Ids 
final rest. On the 2td day of duly, 1885, he 
died, as he had lived, without fear, uncom¬ 
plaining and calmly patient of pain and 
suffering, in the consciousness of a virtuous 
life and rectit ude of purpose, and in that 
reliance on God which had suHtained him 
through all the changes of fortune. It Is. 
therefore, fitting and proper that we, the 
representatives of the people of Pittsburgh, 
while the whole land is filled with mourn¬ 
ing, should for ourselves and those we repre¬ 
sent. make a record of our and their sense 
of the merits, services and virtues of the 
Illustrious dead, and of the sentiments of 
profound sorrow which pervade all ranks 
and conditions of the people of our city. 

It will be the work of the biographer to trace 
the formative agencies which moulded the 
character, both intellectual and moral, of 
Genera I, Grant. All that we know is that 
much was due to the favorable family influ¬ 
ences of the home of his childhood. Doubt¬ 
less the military education which he re¬ 
ceived at West Point, operating on a nature 
singularly honest, loyal and noble, largely 
developed the mental and moral qualities 
which marked his subsequent life. Our Re¬ 
publican Institutions, too, must have been 
potent In bringing into full development 
thequfllitles which marked hfs character 
But these agencies, great as their combined 
influences may have been, are not creative, 
but only formative and developing. God 
gave to General Grant r great intellect 
and a great soul. He did great deeds, but 
nothing for glory. Duty was Ills inspiration 
and sole lucent ive to action. No man ever 
owed less to adventitious aids. He was not 
helped on to greatness. He did not, could 
not, help himself in that direction other¬ 
wise than by great and meritorious deeds- 


He never attempted self-seeking, never 
affected popular arts. While he was an 
agreeable companion, and his friendship 
was valued highly by Intimate friends, he 
never reached the public heart by mere 
magnetic qualities. Mere popularity is 
misleading and delusive; It Is no test of 
character. The two most mischievous pub¬ 
lic men who have lived in this country, 
were in their day the most popular— the one 
throughout the United States, of which he 
came nigh to being chosen the third Presi¬ 
dent, the other in his own State, and the 
geographical section in which lie lived. 
The fame of General Grant rests on a 
basis as solid anil durable as the granite 
, rock, the basis of nuked, absolute merit. 
The lapse of ages cannot impair or dim it. 

He served with credit and distinction In the 
war with Mexico, as a lieutenant, and con¬ 
tinued in the army until 1854, when he re¬ 
signed, his rank being U*4*o that of a cap¬ 
tain of infantry, and retired to private life. 

When the war of the Rebel I ion was com¬ 
menced in 1801, by the attack on Fort Sump¬ 
ter, heat once tendered his services to his 
country, but appears to have had some dif¬ 
ficulty in getting into the military service. 
Receiving, however, after some delay,the 
appointment of Colonel of Die 2lst Regi¬ 
ment, Illinois Volunteers His great career 
began when he was about 80 years old. Lei 
the historian follow him front Springfield, 
Illinois, to M issourt, back to Cairo, to Bel¬ 
mont, to Fort DoneJson, to Pittsburgh Land¬ 
ing, to Mississippi, and on to Vicksburg, 
thence to Chattanooga, and eastward to the 
Potomac, to the Wilderness, to Spottsylva¬ 
il ia, to root Harbor, to Petersburg and Ap¬ 
pomattox, and recount his deeds, and let 
the people read the history of their own 
country during this period from 18*1 to 1885, 
and they will find it to be largely the record 
of the great Commander whose death we 
mourn Th-*y will learn that under his com¬ 
mand, our armies achieved the first grout victory, 
the last great victory, and with ihe very honora¬ 
ble exceptions of Stone River, Antietam, Gettys¬ 
burg, and some other* of great credit, but of leas 
military importance, nearly ail the great victo¬ 
ries which our land forces wrested from the ene¬ 
my. They will follow the almost unknown ex- 
Captain of Galena of 1861 through the successive 
ranks from Colonel of Volunteers to that of 
Lieutenant General of the artiilva of the United 
States in 1864, controlling military operations 
more than 1,500 miles distant from his headquar¬ 
ters, and everywhere successful. If the story of 
this part of his life were not so sorrowfully real, 
it would have much of the air of old romance. 
Never was promotion more fully earned or justly 
made. But let not due credit l»e withheld from Ihe 





















brave and patriotic soldier, whether enlisted man 
or officer, who served cither under the immediate 
command of General, Grant or in the armies 
which acted under his control at a distance. No 
man did fuller justice to his armies than General 
Grant. Ilis bier is too thickly covered with 
laurels to need another leaf, much less one that is 
due to another, living or dead; and no greater in¬ 
sult could be offered to his memory than to at¬ 
tempt to appropriate and credit to him what in 
whole or part, has been earned by another. Cer¬ 
tainly our government and people had long before 
this period embodied all the elements of a great 
nation, but they had not reached the stage of full 
development, Eurppe looked upon American 
Republican Government as an experiment, which 
was indeed viewed with a friendly eye, generally, 
by the intelligent middle classes, but was regarded' 
with distrust and dislike by the governing classes. 
A large majority of English statesmen had always 
claimed that it would not stand the strain of a 
great war, and when the Rebellion broke out, it 
was confidently predicted that the National Gov¬ 
ernment would be speedily broken up, and that 
the constituent states would be resolved into dis¬ 
connected and perhaps hostile confederacies. The 
child who has never looked upon a page of history 
knows the result of th^t great trial of national 
strength; and the^fact was demonstrated for the 
first, time in the history of the world that Repub¬ 
lican government, In a just cause, was the strong¬ 
est government possible. No nation in Europe 
could have developed half the strength iu patri¬ 
otism and actual military force which the great 
struggle immediately evoked. In four years the 
nation made a stride which showed the develop¬ 
ment of centuries. We rank with the great na¬ 
tions of the earth. The distinguished Engl sh 
writer, Mr. Lecky, in his interesting history of 
“ England in the Eighteenth Century,” in which 
he presents the British side of our great stiuggle 
for independence, speaks of us now in language 
which was not found in English literature before 
1865. He says: u In truth the American peopIe> 
though in general unbounded believers in pro¬ 
gress, are accustomed through a kind of curious 
modesty; to do themselves a great injustice by the 
extravagant manner in which they idealize their 
past. It has almost become a common place, that 
the great nation which, in ad.y, has shown such 
an admirable combination of courage, devotion 
and humanity in its gigantic civil war, and which 
since that time has so signally falsified the pre¬ 
dictions of its enemies and put to shame all the 
nations of Europe, by its unparalleled efforts in 
paying off its national debt, is of a far lower moral 
type than its ancestors at the time of the War of 
Independence. This belief appears to me essen¬ 
tially false.” He adds: “The future destinies 
and greatness of the English race must necessarily 
rest mainly w r ith the mighty nation which has 
arisen beyond the Atlantic.” 


This was not the tone of Disraeli or Palmerston, or 
Russell or Gladstone in 1862, For the glorious 
and mighty results accomplished during this 
period of four years, not only the country but the 
world is indebted to General Grant and 
Abraham Lincoln, the great central figures in this 
history, and bound up by obligations which can 
never be paid, other than by affectionate remem¬ 
brance and honor of their names. v Washington 
' was the great central figure in our history before 
1861; that, central figure has been changed into 
a group now composed of the Father of his 
. Country, and of its Defender and Saviour; and 
so they will go down the stream of time through 
the ages. „ , ■ ■■> 

The long and weary days of the illness of G)-neral 
„ Grant, suffering from a disease which he knew 
te be mortal, served to bring,out into fuller de¬ 
velopment beautiful traits of character which only 
his fa. l ily and most intimate friends knew that 
he possessed. The . calm dignity of the stricken 
. hero of more than a hundred battles, confined to 
his sick room, the warmth of friendship which he 
exhibited, the gentle, affectionate nature which 
he displayed to wife, children, relativesand every¬ 
body, when racked by pain and suffering, the 
j, gratitude with which he received the ten thou¬ 
sand evidences of sympathy of his, countrymen, 
have demonstrated that under an impassable face 
were qualities which beautify, hajlow and make 
still more noble his great character. He died, as 
his best friends and admirers would have wished, 

, in the midst of his family, tended by the most 
affectionate care, beloved by everyone . Even the 
cloqd of misfortune seemed to have disappeared. 
He wrote in the chamber of sickness a book 
which will be read by millions, and in all thelan- 
guages of civilization. He wrote it for . the no¬ 
blest of purposes which could inspire,an author— 
to make provision for the companion of nearly 
his whole adult life, whq had shared with him 
many changes of fortune, whose sweet disposi¬ 
tion, kindly affectionate nature and loving con¬ 
cern made up all the comfort and happiness which 
General Grant ever enjoyed. The eyes of mil¬ 
lions have, for a long peyiodj been turned on that 
household, with a force surpassing, the greatest 
[tower of artificial light, and no discord, no un¬ 
happiness has been found. The greatest field 
marshal of modern times has gone f to his final 
rest without a blot on his name. His career is so 
complete that nothing appears.to have been left un¬ 
done His earth work seems to have been entirely 
finished. There does not appear to have been 
open to him any place or avocation in which he 
could have further served his country or added to 
the lustre of his fame, ond no effort was needed to 
preserve it, for it rests on an enduring basis. For 
all this, let us be thankful. But nature has so 
constituted us that we oannot but mourn the de¬ 
parture of the great and the good, and in mourn¬ 
ing, let us bow with Christian resignation to God’s 
Holy Will.

We are not alone to-day in sorrow, not 
only does America bow her stately head and 
shed the scalding tear, but all nations of 
earth feel the loss and pause to speak the 
sympathetic word, if we pause and listen we 
may hear from every land the sad refrain. 
“Know ye not that there is a prince and a 
great man fallen this day.” 

One by one the men who have shed imper¬ 
ishable lustre upon our age are passing 
down among the shadows. One by one the 
niches in our American Pantheon are being 
filled. The men who were associated with 
our dead heroin the days of a nation’s peril, 
are passing away. The martyred Lincoln, 
the indomnitable Stanton, the eloquent 
Sumner, the fearless Mead, the brave Thomas, 
the gallant Hooker and the dashing Custer, 
with innumerable others, have preeeeded 
him. 

Less than four years ago in this Chamber 
many of us assembled to unite our voices 
with the voices of all civilized men in lament¬ 
ing the death of the second martyred Presi¬ 
dent, the immortal Garfield, and now on this 
glorious summer day when the glad husband¬ 
man Is reaping the golden grain, come we to 
mourn the action of the grim Reaper Death. 

We may mourn for ourselves, not for him. 

The husbandman does not gather the grain 
into his grainer until it is fully ripened, and 
so in this instance the hand of the Reaper 
was stayed until the sheaf was fully ready to 
he gathered to the great store bouse. 

And who is it that the great Reaper has 
garnered into the great Store House?—An 
honest man, a pure citizen, a kind an indtilg. 
ent husband and father, a patriot, a brave 
and indomnitable, yet modest and unassum- 
ng soldier, a firm and uncompromising 
friend to all who loved his native land, and 
an equally firrr and uncompromising enemy 
of treason, a generous foeinun, a President Of 
the United States as distinguished in civil as 
In military life, the General of our Armies, 
the Old Commander, the man whom all the 
world delighted to honor— Ulysses S. Grant 

Death often seems to come at an I noper- 
time moment. Sometimes he comes too 
«oon, and what seemed to be the work of a 
lifetime is left undone. Sometimes he eomes 
too late, and careers which began in glory 
have ended in shame. Not so with Grant. 

He had reached the topmost round in the 


ladder of fame. He had performed his duties 
faithfully and well, both in public and 
private life: there was no stain upon his 
sword, his scutcheon was untarnished, he 
knew that his countrymen loved and honor¬ 
ed him, he had almost reached the allotted 
span of human life—the world had nothing 
more for him—the Sheaf was fully ripened, 
why should the hand of the Reaper be longer 
stayed ?” 

In his lifetime he was numbered with the 
great ones of his age, now he stands with the 
great of all ages and of all lands—Primus 
inter IUustres. 

He has lain down 

“With patriarchs of the infant world—with 
kings 

“The powerful of the earth—the wise—the 
good, 

“ Fair forms and hoary seers of ages past, 

“ AJ1 in one mighty sepulchre.” 

General Grant was great In every way. 
Great In simplicity, great in courage, great in 
magnanimity, great in life, and, above all, 
great in death. 

Great in his simplicity—he performed his 
duty because it was right, and not in the ex¬ 
pectation of reward. 

He sought not for place and power, and 
when the world lavished her smiles and 
showered her rewards upon him, he was the 
same unassuming man as before. When 
tendering his sword to the Governor of Illi¬ 
nois, in 1861, he said, “few men are really 
competent to command a thousand men, 
and I doubt if 1 am one of them.” 

In 1861, when it was proposed to remove 
him and put Sherman in his place—a project 
discountenanced by Sherman, be makes no 
complaint, no threat, but calmly writes to his 
great and glorious Lieutenant:—“If you are 
placed above me I shall always obey you, 
just as you have always obeyed me.” As the 
President of the United States, he declared: 
“I shall have no policy to interpose against 
the will of the people.” As a soldier he won 
his greatest renown,and in the field he could 
have won still blighter laurels, but he was 
not envious of the fame that can only be ob¬ 
tained from the midst of strife, and we hear 
ringing round ihe world that laconic but elo¬ 
quent sentiment, “ Let us have peace. ” 

Would you have more? Read the words 
penned but a few days ago as a preface to his 
memoirs, “ Man proposes“and God disposes, 
there are but few important events In the af¬ 
fairs of men brought about by thjer own 
choice. ” 

He was willing to bury self if thereby he 
might advance the welfare of his country # 
Her honor, he glory, her peace, her happiness I 
were dearer to him than any personal con- I 
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slderatlons. Ah Commander of mighty ar¬ 
mies, having the disposal of life aiul death In 
hi* hands, be used his power only for what he 
believed to be his country's good. As Frosl- 
dentofthe United Htates he discharged his 
duties without vain display. He sought not 
to attract attention to himself. He resigned 
Ills great offices as cheerfully ns he assumed 
them. 

Bald I not well he was great in his sim¬ 
plicity. 

** He that is slow to anger is better than the 
mighty, and he that ruleth his spirit, than he 
that takcth a city.” He was great in courage. 
Not noisy and blustering, but calm, Herene 
and determined of purpose in the midst of 
the greatest diificultles. Always at the post 
of duty, evading no duty, sharing ull dangersi 
never discouraged, al ways self-reliant and pa¬ 
tient, marvellously pertinacious, fertile in re¬ 
sources—what wonder is it that he became 
the greatest soldier of the age. 

I said, sir, that he was great in achieve, 
inents, and I stand appalled when I consider 
them and their results. 

Neither the tongue of the eloquent or the 
facile pen of the historian can aJerjuately de¬ 
scribe them. The victories nchie ved nt Vicks¬ 
burg, Fort Donaldson, Shiloh, Lookout Moun¬ 
tain, Appomatox and scores of others, have 
passed into history. The results we are reap¬ 
ing today. Slavery has been overthrown, 
and Freedom is triumphant. The rights of 
all are secured and protected by law. Our 
country redeemed and purged by a baptism 
of blood, fire and teal's, stands U>-dny rc-untt- 
ed, peaceful and prosperous. 

It Is not necessary to belittle any In order 
to eulogize “the Old Commander/’ He 
wouldn’t have H so. The reputation and 
•deeds of renown of Sherman, Thomas, Sheri¬ 
dan, and many other great Captains were 
dear to hi as his own. He never removed a 
single leaf from their crowns—neither shall 
we. In this h£ur of a nation's sorrow no 
hearts are bowed, with greater grief than 
those of his surviving comrades. In this Is 
one of the surest proofs of h s greatness—he 
could distinguish greatness in others—nay 
more, he could and did bind them to him¬ 
self by a bond stronger than steel—the magic 
bond of love. When we remember and con¬ 
sider the many great characters, both mili¬ 
tary and civil, developed by the war, and see 
that Grast held a chief pla e among them, 
not by force, but by their ready and willing 
consent, when we remember that to-day the 
grand old hero of the March to the Rea and 
the dashing and impetuous Hhertdart are his 
most ardent admirers, and speak in highest 
terms of his achievement*—nay more—when 


his one time adversaries join In the loud n )- 
them of praise, we cannot fall to perceive tl it 
he was a rno<*t extraordinary man. I sh-ill 
not stop to speak of his civil career—It will e 
sufficient to say that tlios° who were moRt Ul¬ 
timately associated with him In civil I.fe 
were as earnestly and ardently loyal to him 
as were his comrades in arms ; they Rpeak :ts 
highly of his merits, of his vi.tues, of his d- 
minlstraiivc abilities as he others of Ids 
military. It would be useless to call over : lie 
list of bis associates in civil life. Among 
them may be found the Camerons, Conkllng, 
Logan, Childs, Fish, Shernmn and hosts of 
others of national reputation. It would be 
ungracious and untruthful to say that men of 
this kind were attached to him by motives of 
self interest—they had achieved for th< ni¬ 
sei ves places of honor and distinction vith- 
ou his aid, and still hold them. No, sir—We 
must seek deeper for the cause, anil find it in 
the fact that they appreciated Grant as well 
out of office and power as when In the pos¬ 
session thereof. It is also true that some who 
were associate.! with him have deservedly 
a place in the prisons cell, but never yet has a 
suspicion of dishonor attached to his fair 
fame. Having already spoken of his friends 
ships, it is not necessary to refer to them 
again. 

He was a magnanimous foeman. Witness 
the generous terms accorded toGencralf.ee 
upon his surrender at Appomatox: “Each 
officer and man will be allowed to return to 
his home." “The horses will be needed for 
agricultural purposes during the Bpring and 
will be retained.” Other conquerors have 
celebrated their victories by riding in tri¬ 
umph through conquered cities. 

Richmond, for nearly five years the guerdon 
of battle, the Capitol of the Confederacy, is 
spared from humiliation, and as a soldier he 
does not tread her streets. After the termin¬ 
ation of the conflict, he is first to appoint to 
positions of honor and trust those of his late 
adve^arles who accepted the results of the 
war and returned to their allegiance. 

He had no war with them as long as they 
bad none with his country. He fought not 
fur hi in self, not for glory, not for vengeance, 
but for the unity of the Nation. 

We are now prepared for the closing scene* 
—for the peaceful death on the mountain top, 
far away from the scenes of his busy, hust¬ 
ling life. We are not surprised, we are not 
disappointed at the manner in which he met 
Death. Great and glorious as was his life— 
the death scene was worthy of him. The se¬ 
cret of dying well can only be found In living 
well. 

Listen to the words of the poet: 
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* so live that when thy Hutninona comeK to 
join 

Tli<* ImrnemembLe caravan, which moves 
To that mysterious realm where each shall 

HN chamber in the silent halls of death 
Thou go not, like the quarry slave at night, 
Hoourged to ills dungeon, but sustained and

About hirn and lies down to pleasant 
dreams.” 

Who can portray the long days of pain and 
nights of anguish, borne withoutu tnurmeii 
and with calm and unrulfled countenance. 
His anxiety was not for himself, but for the 
dear ones of the family circle—their happi- 
m ^ and future welfare were det rer to him 
than life. Rather than wornd their tender 
and loving hearts—for months he smothered 
the cry of pain and smiled upon them as in 
the days of health. He did more—he labored 
lnrc?ssa,)tly on his book, fearful lest death 
should overtake him before his task was com¬ 
pleted. 

And you, his dear comrades in arms, ye 
were not forgotten. He was anxious that the 
errors and mistakes which had origin tn tho 
excitement, Jealousies and misunderstand¬ 
ings Incident to that tremendous conflict 
should be corrected He was anxious to cor¬ 
rect his own mistakes. He was anxious that 
your valor and deeds of high emprise shou’d 
be known and fully appreciated. He desired 
to do you Justice. He was not content that 
you should await the slow process of time 
and the patient plodding of the future Histo¬ 
rian. It was his earnest desire to see equal 
and exact Just ice doue to ail. For himself he 
sought for nothlng-tipon his great heart he 
boreyouaU. Whether he completed his task 
to his own satisfaction may never be known, 
he has At least done It to the satisfaction of 
his countrymen. For thousands of years the 
summit ofpisgeb's Mount has been renowned 
in song and story as the def th placebo, a states¬ 
man and lawgiver, a great leader and proph¬ 
et—and now that Adirondack peak. Ml. Mo- 
Oregor, will forever be inseparably associated 
with the name o' Grant. It is about to tie- 
come a patriotic Mecca, toward which in the 
many years to come the American cltlxrn 
will make his pious pilgrimages, and as lie 
stands upon its lofty summit with uncovered 
head, viewing the grand panorama spread 
around, and remembering the death scene 
there enacted, his bosom will swell with emo¬ 
tion as did that of the pious Jew when stand, 
lug on Msgah's Huinm t, where Moses died, he 
gazed over the promised land. Future bards 
in pious strains will sing the song, and Mt> 
McGregor shall ever remain a monum' 1 o* 
bis glory. 


Het me conclude In the words of another: 
** Beyond the river of time which Hows lie 
tween, walk the brave men and beautiful 
women of the past, grouped in twilight upon 
the shore. Distance smoothes away defects, 
and with gentle darkness rounds every form 
into grace. It steals the harshness from their 
speech, and every word becomes a song. Far 
across the gulf that ever widens, they look 
upon us with eyes whose glance Is tender and 
ivhich light us to success. We acknowledge 
our Inheritance, we acceptourblrthrlght; wo 
own that their careers have pledged us to no¬ 
ble action. Every great life Is an Incentive to 
all other lives.*' Ho shall it ever be with our 
Grant. His influence shall be felt through 
all the ages. Not such as that excited by the 
memory of Alexander, Ctesar or Napoleon. 
They may stir the youthful ardor to seek for 
fame and glory. The story of Grant's career 
will teach ihe youth of all lime the worth and 
beauty of patriotic self-denial, of a pure life, 
of faith andconfldence in the truth and right, 
and forever point out to them the path that 
leads to true glory and endless happiness.

The Special Committee on Monongnhela 
Water Works has directed the undersigned 
to report to Councils, with an affirmative re¬ 
commendation, an ordinance providing for 
the leasing of said water works by the city of 
Pittsburgh for a term of years, under terms 
and conditions by which the city will acquire 
the title to said works. The Committee has 
also instructed the undersigned to present, a 
written report embodying such information 
as the Committee has been able to obtain in 
reference to the Monongahela Water Works, 
its capacity and active operations, receipts of 
water rents, etc. 

The Company was incorporated by an Act 
of Assembly passed the 21st day of April, 1885, 
P. L. 577, and was limited teritorially to the 
boroughs of Birmingham, East Birmingham 
and Mouth Pittsburgh, which, together con¬ 
tained a population at that time of less than 
9,000 people. The act of incorporation author¬ 
ized the issuing of 4,000 shares of the par 
value of $25 each, making a total capital 
of one hundred thousand dollars. The 
three boroughs named being authorized to 
subscribe, only the borough of Birmingham 
availed itselfof that privilege, and subscribed 
for $25,000, being one-fourtb of the whole stock 
authorized. But individual subscriptionsjiot 
being forthcoming, the enterprize was for the 
time being abandoned, and nothing was done 
in the way of erecting a water works until 
1864, when ground was purchased for pump¬ 
ing house, basins, etc., and the work of con¬ 
struction began. The r egislature authorized 
an increase in that year of the capital stock 
of the Company to two hundred thousand 
dollars, and the works were for the first lime 
put in operation on or about the first of April, 
1866. The net receipts from the first of July, 
1866, until the first of July, 1867, were but 
89,110.25. The works were from year to year 
extended, and the territory over which the 
company might supply water was greatly en¬ 
larged beyond the original boundaries. The 
capital stock, by virtue of supplementary 
and general legislation, was increased from 
8100,00 to nearly 8700,000, in the period of nine¬ 
teen years, during which the works have been 
In operation, the total cost of construction be¬ 
ing $1,104,000. At present there are laid forty- 
four miles of pipe, and the estimated value of 
the real estate of the company has been given 
to your committee as amounting to $125,000. 
Exclusive of manufactories, the number of 
houses supplied with water by the company 
are 6,100, which are principally in the 24th, 


25th. 26th. 27th, 28th, 29th, 30th, 33d. 31th and 
36th wards, there being only a partial supply 
in the 31st and 32d wards, and very little, if 
any, in the 35tli ward. There Isa Iaigearea 
of ground In and above the 24th ward, almost 
the entire territory in the hill parts of tlie 
different wards, a largearea in the 36th ami In 
the 35th, on Maw Mill Run and the Jitgh 
grounds adjoining, to which the water has not 
been carried by the company's pipes. In fact 
the capacity of the wonts is equal to an al¬ 
most unlimited demand in the portions of the 
city lying south of the Monongahela and Ohio 
ri vers. 

No dividend on the stock was earned until 
the 1st of April, 1873, when a quarterly divi¬ 
dend of 2*^ per cent, w.is made, and continued 
to be declared quarterly until July I, 1874. In 
July, 1874, a dividend of 3 per cent, fora quar¬ 
ter was made, and a dividend for the same 
amount was declared quarterly until January, 
1879. From that period until January 1, 1884, 
quarterly dividends of 2 per cent, were made. 
From January 1, 1884, the quarterly dividends 
were per cent. That is to say, the yeai ly 
dividends from April 1,1873, to July, 1874, were 
10 per cent. From July, 1874, to January, 1879, 
12 per cent. From Janu ry, 1879 to January, 

1884, 8 per cent. From January 1.1884, till July, 

1885, 10 per cent. r J he dividends ha\e never 
risen above 12 per cent., nor fallen below 
8 per cent. per. annum since the first dividends 
were earned iu 1873. 

The mortgage and other debt'of the com¬ 
pany, amount to about $70,OK) The oldest 
pumping engine is about 19 years old, and all 
the pumping ma hinery seems to be in fairly 
good condition, as well as the basins and 
other works 01 the company. 

The revenues of the company, collected as 
water rents, have been as follows during the 
nineteen years of operations by the company:

Approxi¬ 
mate for 1885, $125,000. 

The committee have not deemed It necessary 
to compute the increase of receipts from year 
to year fun her back than 1879. The above 
figures however, will show that the increase 
of 1880 over 1879 was 12.25 per cent. Of 1881 
over 1880, 8,81 per cent. Of 1882 over 1881, 8.47 
per cent. Of 1883 over 1882, 6.32 percent. Of 1884 
over 1883,5.51 per cent. Of 1885 over 1884, esti¬ 
mated on receipts of $120,000, 8.08 per cent 
The average Increase for the last six years is 
8.08 per cent. The receipts, however, have 
been collected on the company’s schedule of 
rates which the committee regard as consid¬ 
erably higher than the Pittsburgh rates, but 
the committee Is of opinion that if the rents 
had been collected on the Pittsburgh schedule 
for 1884, they would have been considerably 
over $100,000 net. For L885 there would be a 
considerable excess over $100,000. Should the 
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rate of Ihcrease continue during the next six 
years, as It has been in the six years last past, 
the net revenues at the expiration of that 
time would be $150,000, and considering the 
territory unsupplied, and which is now catl¬ 
ing for water, there is reason to believe that in 
twelve years the net revenue of the company 
will be equal to $200,000. In twenty-five years 
$300,009, etc. 

The committee have hot negotiated with the 
Monongahela Water Company for the pur¬ 
chase of their works, otherwise than as re¬ 
serving a privilege to purchase as appears in 
the accompanying ordinance. The debt of 
the city of Pittsburgh being in excess of the 
constitutional limit, cannot be increased by 
the city, even *for so commendable ah object 
as supplying water to a'portion of our.jciti- 
zens who are receiving no benefit at. present 
from our water works. Kven the Legislature 
cannot authorize the city to incur a debt 
without an affirmative vote of the people be¬ 
yond the current expenses of the year. And 
even the vote of the people, and an act of the 
Legislature, could only.authorize a very limit¬ 
ed increase of our indebtedness. The com¬ 
mittee, therefore, have not thought of recom¬ 
mending the purchase of the works by in¬ 
curring a debt, either by borrowing money or 
otherwise, to pay for the works. There is no 
power in the city to incur such a debt. The 
city might raise money by taxation in a sin¬ 
gle year sufficient to pay for the works, so far 
as power is concerned, but such a tax would 
be oppressive, and no one looking to the in¬ 
terests of the public, and the comfort and 
welfare of the citizens, would recommend 
such a measure. To contract to buy the works, 
the consideration money, payable in instal¬ 
ments out of the current revenues of succes¬ 
sive years, is equally forbidden by the Con¬ 
stitution of 1874. The city is therefore in the 
position of an individual in need of some¬ 
thing which has value, and who, having 
neither money nor credit, is unable to supply 
Ids want by purchase 

The right of the Monongahela Water Com¬ 
pany to the continued occupation of the ter¬ 
ritory on which their works are situated, and 
to supply water to the people of that part of 
the city is unquestionable, and N exclusive as 
again>t. any corporation or person, except the 
city of Pittsburgh. There is no douht of the 
lawful power of the city toenterthis territory 
and lay pipes, and to erect a water works and 
operate it But the notion that the city has 
some power, paramount to that of the water 
company, as respects the supply of water in 
thin pa>‘t of the city, is altogether erroneous 
The company and the city have equal powers 
In this respect. Both were created to supply 
a public want. If the city should lay water 
pipe in this dtstr.ct, and furnish water with¬ 
out arrangement w.tli the company, it must 
do so ns acuinp* titorof the latter, and it must 
be obvious to everyone that such a rivalry 
cinnot exist without injurious consequences 
to the interests of both the city and com¬ 
pany. 

The charter of the water company contin¬ 
ues i he franchises granted for a period of forty 
years “from the time when said company 
shall first begin to distribute water to the cit¬ 
izens of either of said boroughs” (from April, 
1S66-1906During this period of forty years 
the property of the company cannot be taken 
from it without its consent. But if dividends 
have exceeded 12 per cent., or in the language 
of the net of incorporation, Section 16, “ when 
the moneys and revenues received by said 
Monongahela Water Company shall exceed 
12 per cent, net annual profit,” it is provided 


that the excess shall compose a fund for the 
redemption ot the property owned by the 
Monongahela Water Company. At the expir¬ 
ation of forty years, five disinterested apprais¬ 
ers, to be appointed by the court, are to value 
the property of the company, and make a fair 
I appraisement. If the fund made up of the 
excess above 12 per cent., dividends shall be 
found adequate to the redemption of the 
water works (providing at the same time for 
its repairs), then the said company shall be 
obliged to take such sum of money therefrom 
as -shall be allowed on a fair appraisement, 
and the property is to vest in the aforenamed 
boroughs and their successors. “ But if the 
sfiid property shall not oe redeemed and paid 
for at ihe expiration of said term of forty 
years, the said Monongahela Water Company 
nmy and shall continue to hold the same on 
the terms of this act beyond the said term, 
and until the same shall be redeemed and 
paid for in the manner herein directed.” 

Three propositions were made by the Mon¬ 
ongahela Water Company to the committee, 
proposing terms and conditions on which the 
city might acquire the use of their works, and 
ultimately, the title thereto, without the pay¬ 
ment of money. The propositions accom¬ 
pany this report. Constitutional and other 
objections, in their nature insurmountable, 
were in the wav of the acceptance of the first 
and second. The third, with some modifica¬ 
tions, is embodied in the ordinance which the 
chairman of the committee has been instruct¬ 
ed to report to the Councils with an affirma¬ 
tive recommendation. 

A < ominittce on the Monongahela Water 
Works was appointed in 1884, composed of the 
same persons as the present committee, except 
Mr. John Paul, who has the place filled by Mr. 

.last year. 'J hat committee had 

frequent meetings in the autumn of 1884, and 
winter following, at several of which direc¬ 
tors and stockholders of the water company 
were present. Much of the information here¬ 
in contained respecting said company, was 
obtained by the former committee from the 
company, but no agreement was arrived at, 
and no report was made. The present com¬ 
mittee took up the subject where that of last 
year left. Ihe statement and argument of 
the Mon ngahela Water Company was: “The 
manufacturers of iron and glass, and some 
persons in business on the South Side, assist¬ 
ed by a few property holders in that locality, 
began the construction of a water works in 
1861, to supply water to the people of that dis¬ 
trict. Noneofjthe boroughs aided in the work. 
None of the stockholders embarked in the 
enterprise as a money making scheme, but 
because manufacturing could not be carried 
ou with advantage, and the public health 
could noth© preserved without a water works. 
We built it and ran it for seven years without 
profit. We did not build it, and would not 
have built It, within the limits of the city of 
Pittsburgh. But before we had received a 
dollar in return for our expenditure, by vir¬ 
tue of an Act Of General Assembly, the bor¬ 
oughs which we were supplying with water 
were annexed to the city of Pittsburgh. 
Meanwhile our property has become valua¬ 
ble, our shares or stock rate high in the mar¬ 
ket. You claim the right to duplicate our 
water system. You propose and have begun 
to lay parallel lines of water pipe. We deny 
your right to destroy our property without 
compensation, and will resist you at law if 
you persist. At all events, if you can destroy 
our property, we can render yoursof no value. 
We can furnish water at lower rates than 
you can. We can gi ve ours away for the mere 













cost of operating if we choose. Your water 
rents are by law pledged to the payment of the 
interest of your water loans and the redemption 
of the principal. You cannot reduce your water 
rate at all unless you can show that the number 
of consumers will be thereby so increased that the 
actual revenue will not be diminished. Hut we 
are willing to compromise with you on fair, 
and even on liberal terms. We will sell our 
works Jo the city of Pittsburgh for half the 
present value, or will lease to you on terms 
you will admit to be liberal.” 

Our reply is, the South side wards are taxed 
to maintain the water system of the city of 
Pittsburgh like the other wards of the city. 
They are‘to have water supplied by the city 
at the same rates, and on the same schedule 
on which It is furnished In other wards. You 
Supply the people of that part of thectiy with 
water.* but you charge a higher rent. You 
claim that your rates are not higher than 
those of the city, but we are satisfied that 
they are so. Now, the rates muse be uniform 
throughout the city. It is intolerable that the 
people of : one or ten wards should he com¬ 
pelled to pay more for the water supplied than 
the eity charges in the other wards. The 
South Side must have water at city rates, 
even if we are compelled to buy it at greater 
cost to supply the people. Hence the neces¬ 
sity of conducting the water from the city 
reservoir'to the South Side,and of laying pipe 
in that locality. We intend to do you no in¬ 
justice; the act you complain of is necessary 
to do Justice to the people of the South Side. 
We have not the money in the treasury where¬ 
with to purchase your works, and we have no 
power to'incur debts We cannot, therefore, 
purchase, however satisfactory the price at 
whicn you may offer to sell. For the same 
reason we cannot lease your work* for a cer¬ 
tain annual rent, payable In whole or part, 
out of th£ revenues of the city, such a con¬ 
tract is forbidden by the Constitution of the 
State, Ac.-. Ac. 

Out of these statements argument and con¬ 
tentions was evolved, the proposition em¬ 
bodied in the.oVdlnance, which, in substance 
is, that the city of Pittsburgh do take charge 
of the MOnongahela Water Works, and oper¬ 
ate the same, supplying water to the people 
of the South side wards on the schedule rates 
in force in said city, for a period of thirty 
years. The water rents are to be collected by 
the said city, out of which are to be paid: 

First. All expenses of operating said works, 
and all repairs, including replacements of 
broken or worn out pipe or machinery. 
r Second, $100,000 of the'net rents, revenues 
fcnd receipts devised from said Monongaheia 
Water Works annually (after deducting oper¬ 
ating expenses and repairs), shall be account¬ 
ed for and turned over to said water company. 
In semiannually instalments as its own 
property. Should the net receipts be less 
than $100,000 in any year, the deficiency is to 
be made up out of the excess over that sum 
in the next succeeding yefar or years in which 
the revenue may be in such excess. 

Third. All the rest and residue of the rents 
and revenues of said water works shall be the 
property of the city of Pittsburgh. 

At the expiration of thirty years the water 
works to become l he property of ihe city, if the 
water company has received the annual sum 
of $100,000. The committee is satisfied from 
the evidence before it, that the revenues will 
be ample to pay said sum of $100,000 from the 
first, and there cannot be any deficiency ex¬ 
cept from extraordinary causes. In no event 
can the city be called upon to make up any 
deficiency, or to pay any money for any pur¬ 


pose connected with the operating of said 
works, unless it be in extending t he pipe sys¬ 
tem, which will be for her own benefit and 
that of the people not now supplied with 
water. Any pipe thus laid would of course 
belong to .the city, as well as the additional 
revenue thus obtained. 

The advantages of this arrangement to the 
city of Pittsburgh, if adopted, will be: 

First. The city will he able to furnish water 
to the South Side, on the Pittsburgh schedule 
at once, thus doing justice, which has been 
long delayed. It can supply that water either 
from the Htisburgh basins or from the Mo- 
nongahela river. 

Second. If the rates ot Increase in the con¬ 
sumption of water on the South Side should 
continue, as during the last six years, in less 
than six years there will be a dear revenue to 
the city from these works of $W.OOO.per an¬ 
num, and it cannot be doubted that the in¬ 
crease would run up to $100,000 per annum in 
from twelve to fifteen years, making all due 
allowances as respects the maximum of In¬ 
crease in solidly built up portions of the ter¬ 
ritory and so, as the time runs. 

Third. The city will be enabled to make 
extensions, and thus reach all the population 
of the .South side, thus obtaining a large ad¬ 
ditional revenue. 

Fourth. At the end of thirty years the city 
will have acquired title to the South side 
water works, as they now exist, tidthout cost¬ 
ing the city one dollar, unless she Voluntarily 
chooses to expend it. 

Fifth. The city will avoid the disastrous 
consequences of a rivalry with the Monongu- 
heia Water Company in the territory where 
that company is iiow established by law. 

The advantage to the Monorigahela Water 
Company is,that a reasonable revenue will be 
secured to them from their works fora period 
of thirty years, which will give a fixed and 
permanent value to their property now 
threatened with injury, if not destruction, by 
the city of Pittsburgh’s proposed extension 
of its system into that territory. 

Both the committee and the South Side 
Water Company perfectly understand that 
the entire sum of $100,000, which the water 
company is to receive annually, Is to be en¬ 
tirely made up out of the receipts and reve¬ 
nues oi the water company, arid that notone 
dollar, under any circumstances, is to come 
from the city’s treasury obtained from its own 
resources. The substance of the whole ar¬ 
rangement is, that tills company may receive 
the revenue which it is now receiving for a 
period of thirty years; that the city shall 
have all increase of revenue, and at the end 
of thirty years, the entire title to the property. 
Should the'city lower the water tax, the re¬ 
sult might, be to diminish the yearly revenue 
which the city would probably otherwise de¬ 
rive from these works, but it could have no 
other consequence, as the evidence clearly 
shows that it would be an L extraordinary re¬ 
duction below present Pittsburgh rates,which 
would reduce the net revenue be low $100,000, 

If any objector can show that this arrange¬ 
ment will cost the city money to carry It out, 
let it be shown, and let the proposed arrange¬ 
ment be defeated, for It is not the intention 
of either the committee or the company that 
the eity of Pittsburgh shall be put to any ex¬ 
penditure in the matter,' The other provi¬ 
sions in the ordinance sufficiently explain 
themselves.

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Proposition for the Lease of Mononga¬ 
hela W ater Works to the City of Pitts- 

BURGH. 

To the Special Committee of the Pittsburgh Coun¬ 
cils appointed to confer with the Monongahela 

Water t 'ompany, etc . / 

1 he undersigned chairman of a committee 
appointed, by the Directors of the Mononga¬ 
hela Water Company, hereby submits to your 
committee the following propositions, the 
terms of which sufficiently explain their sub¬ 
ject matter. 

It being understood that the Councils of the 
city of Pittsburgh deem it their duty to ex¬ 
tend the water system of the city, and to sup¬ 
ply water to* that portion of the city lying 
south and west of the Monongahela and Ohio 
rivers at 1 be same rates at which water is sup¬ 
plied in other parts of said city, and ulti¬ 
mately to acquire the property, works and 
franchises of the Monongahela Water Com¬ 
pany, in order that the same may become a 
part of the Pittsburgh Water Works, in full 
right of property, we propose: 

First . To continue the operations of our 
company for the period of thirty years, and 
to supply water to all persons, firms and cor¬ 
porations desiring to use the same in that part 
of the city called the South Side, charging 
therefor water rates not lower than those now 
in force in t he other parts of the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh, at the expiration of which time, the 
works, property and franchises of the Monon¬ 
gahela Water Company shall become the 
property of the city of Pittsburgh, to be con¬ 
veyed and transferred ti the said city by 
prope and sufficient deeds, assurances, etc., 
sain city of Pittsburgh to agree not to extend 
their water system to the South side, uor in 
uny way interfere with the operations of said 
company for the period aforesaid. 

Second. We propose that the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh shall connect tlie water works of said 
city with the pipe system, basins, etc., of the 
Monongahela Water Company, and furnish a 
sufficient supply of water to said Mononga¬ 
hela Water company from the Highland ba¬ 
sins, or Intermediately from the Bedford ba¬ 
sin, or any other basin that may be construct¬ 
ed, for the full operation of the works of said 
Monongahela WaterComnany, for which said 
company will pay to said city of Pittsburgh 
the sum of twelve thousand dollars annually, 
the said company to operate their works for a 
period of thirty years, supplying water and 
collecting water rents and charges at rates not 
lower than Ihe present Pittsburgh rates, and 
at the expiration of thirty years, the works, 
property and franchises of said company to 
become the property of the city of Pittsburgh, 
to be conveyed and transferred as stated in 
the first proposition, this proposition being 
Intended to be different from the first, only 
in the particular of obtaining the water sup¬ 
ply from the city of Pittsburgh instead of 
pumping ourseh es, to our own basins, and to 
include also the provision that the city shall 
not interfere with the operations of said com¬ 
pany for the period aforesaid by extending 
the water system to the South Side or other¬ 
wise. 

Third. We propose to make a contract of 
sale and lease, or both, of our works and 
properly to the city of Pittsburgh for the term 
of thirty years, at the annual rent of £100,000, 
payable semi-annually,at times to be fixed In 
ihe contract, should this proposition be ac¬ 
cepted, said rent to be paid by said city out of 
the receipts and revenues which said city shall 
derive from the water rates and charges to be 
collected by said city for the use of water to 


be furnished by said city, by and through the 
works of said Monongahela Water Company, 
so to be leased In the territory commonly 
called the South side part of the city, and 
should said revenues in any year be insuffi¬ 
cient to pay said rent, the deficiency shall be 
made up the next succeeding year, or years, 
in which there shall be a surplus over said 
sum of $100,000 in full, or to the extent of said 
surplus, the deficiency, or amount remaining 
unpaid in any year to bear interest until paid 
at the rate of six per centum per annum. The 
city of Pittsburgh is to keep said works In 
good order and repair out of the revenues de¬ 
rived from their operation, and may, at its 
discretion, extend the pipe system to places 
not now supplied with water. The city of 
Pittsburgh Is to enter into a covenant with 
the Monongahela Water Company to use or¬ 
dinary diligence and care in the proper dis¬ 
tribution of water in the territory named, and 
to apply all of the revenues derived under the 
contract to the payment of said rent, it being 
understood that the liability of the city is to 
be limited to the proper receipt and applica¬ 
tion of the rents derived from the use of said 
works, and that the city of Pittsburgh is not 
to sell, or otherwise dispose of any of said 
property, until the title of said property is 
fully vested in said city. 

Said contract of sale and lease shall contain 
appropriate clauses providing for the levying 
and collecting of water rates, and their appli¬ 
cation to the payment of the Monongahela 
Water Company, aud a clause that said rates 
shall be sufficient to pay the semi-annual 
rentals aforesaid, also a clause providing that, 
if at any time the city of Pittsburgh shall be 
in default for thirty days in the payment of 
any portion, or the whole, of any Installment 
of rent, or in the performance of any of its 
covenants, then the Monongahela Water Com¬ 
pany may, at its option, declare said contract 
of lease and sale void, and re-enter and re¬ 
possess Itself of all of said works and property, 
and any extensions thereof. Provided, how¬ 
ever, that there will be no forfeiture for non¬ 
payment of rent, unless the deficiency snali 
exceed fifteen per centum of the amount due; 
and, provided, further, that the waiver by the 
water company of any one or more breaches 
shall not be held to prevent a forfeiture for 
any future breach. 

At the expiration ot thirty years, from the 
time the contract of sale or lease begins to run, 
all the works, property and franchises ol the 
Monongahela Water Company shall become 
the property of the city of Pittsburgh, to be 
conveyed and transferred as stated in the 
first proposition, 'provided said annual rent 
shall have been paid in full, with interest on 
any deficiencies that may have occurred till 
the deficiencies shall have been made up. 

It is understood that under both the second 
and third propositions, the city of Pittsburgh 
shall be liable to the Monongahela Water 
Company, should the city neglect to provide 
the public with water in the same manner 
and same extentas the water company, under 
its charter, is now bound to do.

The President of the Monongahela Water 
Company and the Chairman of the committee 
appointed by the directors to treat with your 
joint committee, would respectfully present 
to you the following facts and propositions on 
behalf of said company and its stockholders. 


In the first place, the company did not re¬ 
fuse, as is alleged, to furnish your committee 
all desired information. We had nothing to 
conceal, and attended at every meeting to 
which we were invited, and are ready and 
willing to give them or any other committee 
you may appoint, all the Information in our 
possession, and full access to our books and 
accou n ts 

In the second place, the company, to our 
knowledge, has never issued any illegal stock, 
as is alleged, but can show full authority for 
every share issued, either under special en¬ 
actments or the general law in that behalf, 
and in the method prescribed by our at¬ 
torneys. 

And third, no stock was ever Issued and de¬ 
livered without payment for It In cash, or in 
dividends and earnings to which the party 
was entitled on other stock which he field. 
And the stock paid for in the latter way 
amounted to but very little. 

In the fourth place, the proceeds of all our 
stock was every dollar honestly and econom¬ 
ically expended, and much more besides, 
from the actual earnings in the construction 
of the works, purchase of real estate, exten¬ 
sion of mains, etc. 

The company did not begin to pay divi¬ 
dends until 1872, tbe previous earnings being 
turned into improvements, and the dividends 
since paid are correctly reported by your com¬ 
mittee. 

The actual cost of our plant, as near as can 
be ascertained, is $8iK),0()0. Of course it has 
gradually Increased in value, as is Indicated 
by the increased market value of the stock. 
This increase has resulted from careful and 
economical management, and the natural In¬ 
crease in value of real estate and other prop¬ 
erty under the company’s care. And we 
claim that, according to all legal, equitable 
and business principles, its value to Its stock¬ 
holders is the present market value of its 
slock. No one can truthfully deny this prin¬ 
ciple. The city does not own It, and the com¬ 
pany has done nothing tojustlfy her in claim¬ 
ing it; and we Ihink it unfair to try to accom¬ 
plish the destruction of our property, and 
thereby enable thecity to succeed to its profits 
and emoluments without the payment of any¬ 
thing to our stockholders. 

We also wish it to be distinctly understood 
that the so-called $3,000,000 ordinance pending 
in Councils is not at our company’s instance 
or favored and promoted by it, as has been 
persistently represented to Councils and the 
public to our prejudice. It Is nut in accord¬ 
ance with any proposti ion ever made by us 
to your committee, and not In accordance 
with your committee's report, or the ordi¬ 
nance recommended by it, and would cer¬ 
tainly not he acepted by our stockholders If

passed. It makes a show of large payment, 
misleading t.he public to believe that under i t 
we would get more than our plant is worth ; 
whilst it binds the city to pay nothing at all. 
And it gives the city the property absolutely 
at. tlie end of thirty years, and the power to 
sell and dispose of it in the meantime as she 
pleases, whether a dollar is paid for it or not. 

It limits payment in every contingency ex- ( 
pressly to the net protits under city manage¬ 
ment, after paying alt salaries, wages, repairs 1 
and expenses; and, judging of the future 
from the past of city management in its own 
water system, it Is not at all likely there ever . 
would be any net revenue out of which to pay 
our company anything. 

The present net income of our works, and 
its prospects f7>r increased future net income, 
is all that your committee reports it to be. 

Hut that report is predicated on our com¬ 
pany’s management, and not on that of the 
city, which in water supplying or stay other 
regular bus!ness pursuit is not likely to ever 
produce much if any net profits. - 

Yet, whilst we could not accept that ordi¬ 
nance in its present shape, we assure you our 
stock holders are not. averse lo any reasonable i 
arrangement short of the surrender of tlieir ] 
property without compensation. They are j 
desirous, if possible; to avoid con diet or con¬ 
tention with the city in any respect. They i 
recognize the great disparity of power be- j 
tween them and the city; and the advamages 
the city would have through the influence of 
its officials and employees, as well as Its polil¬ 
eal influence, to Ignore and trample upon the 
rights of a handful of private citizens in any 
such contest. It isordy when driven to itand 
in self preservation, t hat our company will 
resist. And in view of this we submit to your 
consideration the following propositions: 

1st. The company to lease its plant to the 
city for a term of years, on a yearly rental 
equal to six per cent , on the fair market val¬ 
ue of the stock, payable semi-annually; with 
power to the city to purchase at any time 
when her financial condition will permit, 
and to become absolute owner on paying the 
company the principal represented by the 
rental as interest. And, in order to conform 
to the city's present disability to contract fur¬ 
ther pecuniary obligations, it could be pro¬ 
vided that the city might cancel the lease and 
all further liability under it, at any time, on 
six months notice, if she deemed it to her in¬ 
terest to do so. And if the city and com pa* ' 
ny cannot agree on Hie market value of the 
stock, and rental to be paid, it could be fixed j 
by submission to the arbitrament of five dis- I 
interested and unprejudiced business men 
mutually choosen Or, 

2d, If more satisfactory to you, the com¬ 
pany could bind itself in a contract with 
the city to furnish all the water needed by 
consumers on the South Side, fin the same 
schedule and at the same ra'os paid by con¬ 
sumers lu the old city; and to extend the 
mains wherever the city would extend them 
in like conditions in her territory between 
the rivers; and the company to turn over her 


pumping works and basins to the city , the 
eily to supply Hie water either from them »<r 
her own basins between the rivers or b<*lh; 
and the company to pay her a rental for this 
service, in semi-annual Installments equal to 
the present cost to the company for the same 
service, to be increased according to the in¬ 
creased quantity of water required. Provid¬ 
ed, however. th«t if in the future, the city re¬ 
duced her water rents below present rates, 
the company to be allowed a proportionate 
reduction from its rent payable to the city for 
the water And this arrangement to continue 
lor thirty years, when the city to become tlie 
absolute ownc* of Hie property without more 
to he done. Under this proposition, instead ol' 
the city paying tlie company $100,1)00 annual¬ 
ly, she would be receiving at least from $I2,« 
OiH) lo $£5 f <iiju annually from the company, 
with but very little expense to her if she 
could continue to supply all the water needed 
from her own basins between the rivers. 

In our humble opinion, either of those 
propositions would be fair and liberal to the 
city ; as much so as our stockholders can af¬ 
ford to make without a sacrifice of tlieir 
property. But if you can suggest any other 
plan more acceptable to*the city, without an 
entire surrender on their part, we assure you 
they will earnestly consider it. 

All of which we respectfully submit, and 
ask for it your candid consideration.

Gentlkmen-I herewith submit for your 
considerations the following communication 
having reference to t lie Police Department of 
our city : 

I desire to present the following statistics 
and facts, and endeavor to satisfy your hon¬ 
orable bodies that the present number of pa¬ 
trolmen, viz., 20.’), (fixed by Ordinance) ap¬ 
proved January 9, 1888, is inadequate to prop¬ 
erly protect the property of our citizens as 
contemplated by law and as it should be. 

In the year 1875 the Police Department con¬ 
sisted of 288 patrolmen, who covered and pa- 
troled an area of thirty square miles. Thai 
portion of our city known as the suburbs, 
and a portion of the .South Side and West 
End not being populated as at p esent, did 
not require as vigilant a watch. 

Our population since 1875 having increased 
to about 200,008; also, since the year 1875, there 
has been erected in the city of Pittsburgh 
8,277 new buildings, principally located In the 
suburban and South Side wards. In the last 
four (4) years there was erected within the ter¬ 
ritory embracing 11th to the 28d wards, inclu¬ 
sive, 3,767 new buildings, and on the South 
Side, viz., from the 24th to the Httth wards in¬ 
clusive, 1,701. There has also been a large in¬ 
crease in the retail liquor traffic throughout 
the entire city. 

The Increased population, especially in the 
East End, South Side and West End, made it 
necessary to lengthen the police districts—for 
example: The territory embracing from the 
Util to the 28d wards. Inclusive, an area of 
twenty-one square miles, patroled by 48 pa¬ 
trolmen, 20 doing duty at day and 23 at night 
tlme.^ 

1’his being true, as can be ascertained upon 
investigation. From the 24th to the 38th 
wards, inclusive, comprising an area of about 
eight square miles, patroled by 83 patrolmen, 
10 day and 28 night time. 

I deem tt my duty to request your honora¬ 
ble bodies to prepare and enact an ordinance 
fixing the number of pol.ee force at 26-5 men, 
an Increase of 50 men. 

This I deem sufficient and absolutely ne¬ 
cessary to properly protect the lives and prop¬ 
erty of our citizens.

Acting under the authority eonferied by Joint. 
Resolution 57 1 • C. C.. the Committee procured tin 
services of A, M. brown, Iv»q M as special conn-el, 
and 1 he question, a- to i lie powers of the ('oifnnitb e 
to compel the attendance and testimony of wit¬ 
nesses, was duly argued in said Court before a full 
bench on Saturday, February Pith. 

The Court, after consideration, unanimously 
held that this Committee possessed no power to issue 
compulsory process. 

A copy of t lie opinion rrfeni'd to is hereto at¬ 
tached and made pail of this report. 

Such being the law, your Committee is ofopinion 
that it would not he advisable to pursue the investi¬ 
gation fart her.

White, .T.: 

When there are public charges from a respotisi- 
ldc source of conception in the pas-age of an ordi¬ 
nance, and the guilty pirrtie- art' iitiknnu n. I doubt 
not the j lower of the City Councils to institute some 
preliminary proceedings to a^iertaiii if then* i« 
good ground for j(referring charges against any 
member of Council, or any city officer, and calling up¬ 
on him to answer. Rut whether, in *neh preliminary 
investigation, the Council- I* '• |*ower to eot»»|*el 
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Witness to testify to facta which may criminals 
them or private citizens, is a grave question. The 
Councils have no power to try or punish private 
citizens. This question, however, was not to be de¬ 
cided now, for the petitioner is entitled to be dis¬ 
charged on another ground, namely, that neither 
the Committee nor Council have power to imprison 
a witness for not answering. At common law 
Courts of Record had power to punish for contempt 
by summary proceeding. That power still exists, 
but is now limited and regulated by statute in this 
State. The Councils are not a Court of Record. 
They derive all their powers from the Legislature, 
and cannot go beyond the power expressly dele¬ 
gated or necessarily implied to power expressly 
given. When power is given to subpcena witnesses 
and compel their attendahce, the duty of the wit¬ 
ness to give testimony is implied. But when there 
la provision for punishing the witness for refusing 
to testify, the Council cannot impose a fine or im¬ 
prison at their discretion. This power must be ex¬ 
pressly given. No act of Assembly give the Coun¬ 
cil, or a Committee of Council, their power. Whether 
in a proper case the Courts have power by manda¬ 
mus to compel the witness to answer or he may be 
Subject to indictment in the Quarter Sessions Court 
for not answering, we need not decide, for if there 
U no existing remedy the remedy must be provided 
by additional legislation, it is sufficient in this 
case to say that the Committee had no power to 
punish for contempt the witness for not answering 
the question, and the Mayor had no power on their 
order to issue a warrant for his arrest, to be held in 
custody until he should answer.

Magee, J.: 

Torrence Murphy, a member of Councils of the 
City of Pittsburgh, supposes himself to l>e restrain¬ 
ed of his liberty, and, by agreement entered into 
with a Committee of Councils, it is agreed between 
them that Mr. Murphy is to consider himself com¬ 
mitted for contempt. I haven’t been able to see 
where the commitment of Mr. Murphy comes in. 
He is out on straw bail under an agreement with 
the commitment power that he is not to be commit¬ 
ted, and the Committee is not to he sued by Mr. 
Murphy for false arrest or imprisonment. It reads 
to me like an arrest in a public Pickwickian sense, 
and might be regarded as a joke to divert public at¬ 
tention from a more satisfactory way of correcting 
mal-administration in municipal offices. If it exists, 
and needs correction and a means for better relief 
than can be accomplished from an appeal to the 
Courts, to give authority to an alleged corrupt body 
the powder to take, without express provision oflaw, 
the person ofany citizen, and upon any alleged con¬ 
tempt of unlawful authority, cast them into prison 
without day and without relief, save by a purging 
of the contempt to the satisfaction of the offended 
body by whom they have been committed to prison, 
the manner in which the case comes to the Court, 
as I have intimated it to be here, I take it would 
not require that the Court be called upon to say 
more than that Mr. Murphy is not in confinement, 
nor deprived of his liberty, and that if he feels con¬ 
fined or restrained of his liberty that it is a mis¬ 
taken idea of his, and that he is not, unless Mr. 
Humbert is very differently disposed than the com¬ 
mittee, in confinement. 

This Court will not assume to hold him, and 
I think, in every view that can be taken 
of this matter, that Mr. Murphy, without 
the interposition of this Court, enjoys perfect lib¬ 
erty. If it will do Mr. Murphy any good I, for 
one. am wUUug to *ay that U is‘at liberty to go 


from bis imprisonment a free man. If it is expect¬ 
ed of me to say, as matter of law, that the Councils of 
the City of Pittsburgh, without express power con¬ 
ferred Dy legislation, have the right to commit to 
prison for contempt of their authority the citizens 
of this community, I am not prepared to do so. 

They have no express grant of that power; and 
until they possess it in that way, I do not think it 
exists, and I am convinced that such power would 
be unusually conferred unless it is regulated and de¬ 
fined with great care, and to prevent its exorcise as 
an engine of approving, and as the rfieans by cun¬ 
ningly devised series of questions to have their au¬ 
thority contemed and the man in jail for perhaps 
rightfully refusing to be interrogated in matters 
which are not the subject of public inquiry. The 
common law gives to corporations of this character 
the means to preserve order and to provide for the 

roper administ ration of their duties, but never has 

een conceded that the right to commit for con¬ 
tempt existed in such bodies as a necessary and 
implied power, nor has it, so far as I know, ever been 
conferred by law to bodies of this kind as esssential 
for the exercise of their lawful authority. The 
case of Kelbourn vs. Thompson, 13 Otto,p. 168, &c., 
establishes the doctrine that the Houses of Cou- 
giess do not possess the general power of punishing 
for contempt. 

The cases in which they can do this are very 
limited, and perhaps would be limited to such cases 
as require the exercise of the power to support its 
own dignity as essential to itself. 

In the absence of express grant, this power may 
come to the body by virtue of ancient usage ami 
prescription. The City Councils may be regarded 
as a local legislature, if you please, but its powers 
must be acquired by ancient usage and prescrip¬ 
tion, or by express legislative grant. We look in 
vain for legislative grant of this power to commit 
for contempt in the act of 18—, and we certainly 
have no evidence that this power belongs to the 
body by ancient usage and prescription. 

If it be claimed that it is a power required to sup¬ 
port its dignity as essential to itself still as a local 
Legislature, I decree it necessary that a vlegislative 
grant shall he secured before Councils, or any simi¬ 
lar body, can lawfully exercise the right to commit 
for a contempt, as a needful aut hority in them, to 
preserve dignity and well and truly discharge the 
duties of a Councilman. If the authority t o com¬ 
mit for contempt be once established in a body, ami 
it be lawfully exorcised, no other authority can re¬ 
lieve the party from the punishment. While we 
desire to promote all proper effort made to secure u 
pure administration of public duties, we cannot 
make laws for its accomplishment. I have now 
said that, in my judgment, Councils or its commit¬ 
tees, have no authority to commit for contempt. 
Let me add, in conclusion, that I am not prepared 
to say that it would he advisable or the part of wis- 
dom to confer upon Councils a power which, in the 
hands of bad men, could lie used as well for oppres¬ 
sion and the wrong as for good and the right. The 
law requires that the prisoner, so called, shall be 
discharged.

Opinion by Ewing, P. J.t 

In obedience to the writ in this case, the respond¬ 
ent has produced the relator in Court, and claims 
that he of right holds him in custody by virtue of a 
writ of attachment issued by the Mayor of the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

On January 25th, 1888, the Select and Common 
Councils of the City of Pittsburgh adopted the fol¬ 
lowing joint resolution, to wit: 

























Resolved, That a Committee of seven—four from 
Common and three from Select Councils—be ap- 
ointed to investigate the statements that money 
as been corruptly used for the purpose of securing 
the passage of ordinances by tne Councils of the 
city of Pittsburgh; and that for the purpose of this 
investigation the said Committee shall have power 
to send for, and the Mayor is hereby requested to 
issue his subpoena to compel the attendance of wit¬ 
nesses. 

The Committee of seven was duly constituted and 
proceeded with their investigations. 

Terrence Murphy, the relator, having been sub¬ 
poenaed a 3 a witness, was] in attendance, and was 
asked the following questions: 

Q.—Mr. Murphy, as a Councilman of the City of 
Pittsburgh, you have stated under oath that a cer¬ 
tain party offered you $500 worth of stock, and you 
have been asked the name of that party; do you, as 
a Councilman, refuse to tell? 

A.—“Yes, sir.” 

The Committee report this refusal to answer to 
Councils, and passed a resolution directing tire 
Mayor to issue a commitment for Terrence Mur¬ 
phy for contempt in refusing to answer the ques¬ 
tions of the Committee. 

The Mayor therefore issued a commitment for 
Terrence Murphy, directed to Jeremiah Gumbert, 
the respondent, reciting the facts and the cause 
ofthe commitment upon which Mr. Murphy was 
taken in custody, ana was so held at the time of 
service of this writ. 

Can he be held on this commitment? Councils 
Of the city of Pittsburgh are created by statute, 
and have no powers which are not conferred upon 
them, either in expressed terms or by fair implica¬ 
tions. 

Their functions are targely administrative, and to 
a limited extent legislative. They have no Inherent 
power to sit as a court or to compel the attendance of 
witnesses, or to compel answers to questions. Such 
power must besought In statutory provisions. The 
power to Inflict summary punishment for contempts 
of Court is an inherent power in Courts of Record, 
but it does not necessarily follow from the power 
to compel the attendance of a witness. Allbrlght 
vs. Sapp, 2, Casey, 101. Ajusticeof the peace can¬ 
not so furnish a witness. 

The power of Councils to institute this investiga¬ 
tion and to punish the refractory witness, it is 
claimed, is to he found in the 26th section of the 
Act of Assembly of April 6th, 1867, P. L., page —, 
Slagle’s Digest, p. 36, which is as follows; Any 
member of the fjelect or Common Council may be 
removed or expelled from office by a vote ol two- 
thirds of all the members of the Council of which he 
may lie a member, and any officer elect' d by the 
voters of the city, or of any ward or district, may be 
removed by a vote of two-thirdsof all the members 
in each Council, and any officer or agent appointed 
by or under tiie authority of the City Councils 

- be - by a concurrent vote of all the 

mem bers of said Council, and in cases of member* 
of Councils and elective officers, Councils shall 
make provisions by ordinance for making charges 
and trying the same. 

To enable Councils to investigate fully charges 
against members of Councils, or other officers, or 
such other matters as they may deem j/ropei', the 
Mayor, or Police Judge, at the request of Councils, 
is hereby empowered to issue subpoenas and com¬ 
pulsory process to compel the attendance of per¬ 
sons, and the production of books and papers l>efore 
the Councils, or any committee ofthe same. 

The proceedings in this case cannot be restrained 
on the power given to try members of Council or 
elective officers, as the act provides that charges 
shall be made , and that Councils, by ordinance, 
shall make provisions for making the charges and 
trying the same, and a general ordinance has been 
passed (Slagle’s Digest, p. 270, Sect ions 3 and 4) to 
carry out the provisions of the Act of Assembly. In 


the present case no charge has been made against 
any member of Councils or elective officers, nor has 
any attempt been made to follow the provisions of 
the ordinance. 

If the power is to be found In the act it must be 
In the clause “or such other matters as they 
(Councils) may deem proper 

But this clause must ne construed to mean such 
matters as come within the jurisdiction of Councils. 
It would not authorize Councils to institute an in¬ 
vestigation in relation to the mode of spending 
money on the county or the United States public 
buildings. 

It must he for some purpose of aiding Councils 
in deciding some matter within their control. We 
are • nable to construe it as a grant of power to in¬ 
vestigate, hut rather it is a means of Investigation 
when they may have the power granted otherwise. 

Councils have, but in^a slight degree, if at all, the 
inherent powers and privileges exercised by the 
legislatures of independent State#. 

The current of decisions, both in England and 
the United States, is strongly against the jurisdic¬ 
tion of legislative bodies to punish a witness for 
contempt on refusing to answer questions or to 
produce books before an ordinary investigating 
committee. 

In the recent case of Kilbourn vs. Thompson, 13 
Otto, 168, the Supreme Court of the United States has 
given an exhaustive exposition of the law on this 
subject, and in the case of an investigation, ordered 
by Congress in a matter in many respects similar to 
this one in our case, they deny the jurisdiction 
of Congress to institute such an investigation, and 
decide that the officer who enforced the order of the 
House of Representatives, directing the imprison¬ 
ment of the witness for refusing to produce books 
and papers, to have been a trespasser. 

in re. Fahey et al., 7 Wisconsin, 528, the 
power of a committee of the Legislature to im¬ 
prison for contempt was sustained, but that investi¬ 
gation was directly authorized by a statute with 
express power given to inflict such punishment. 
What power has Councils in tbe premises? If it 
was found that any j>erson not a Councilman, offi¬ 
cer or agent of the city had corruptly used money 
or other valuable thing for the passage of an ordi- 
dinance, that is a criminal oflence, to lie tried in the 
Court of Quarter Sessions on indictment duly 
found. 

The Councils would have no more power over the 
offence or the offender than any other equal mem¬ 
ber or resectable citizen. If found that corrupt 
means had been used, Councils would have no 
power on that account to declare the ordinance 
void. If a member of Councils has been guilty of 
bribery, the statute and ordinance provides a spe¬ 
cific method of presenting charges, trying and ex¬ 
pelling him if he be still a member, and the statute 
of 23tf May, 1874, Sec. 8, Pur. Dig., p. 1215, Sec. 16, 
provides for his indictment and punishment in the 
criminal courts of the county. * * * We 

gravely doubt tne jurisdiction of Councils to insti¬ 
tute the investigation contemplated in the resolu¬ 
tion, but it is not necessary to decide that question 
in the present case, nor is it necessary for us now to 
decide as to whether or not Councils have power to 
punish a witness summarily for contempt in re¬ 
fusing to tesitfy in a case where Councils, by express 
statutory enactment, have jurisdiction to investi¬ 
gate and decide on a charge made. 

There is certainly no express authority contained 
in any Act of Assembly for Councils to institute 
the investigation contemplated in the resolution. 
If such authority arises from any implied powers 
given, then they have a right to compel the attend¬ 
ance of a witness, but in the absence of express 
power given by statute, they cannot summarily 
punish the witness for a refusal to testify. If it Iki 
said 14 that this would make the investigation but a 
farce,” that is an argument for the Legislature 
rather than tbe Courts, 
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The resolution of Councils, directing the investi¬ 
gation, is exceedingly in dispute—'“ statcnieiitH • that 
money has been corruptly used for the purpose of 
proving the passage of ordinances by the Councils.” 

Statements by whom? When? Whs it “by the 
present Councils, or is the investigation to extend 
to Councils that have long ceased to exist ? 

The question put to the witness is equally in¬ 
definite as to time, and still more indefinite as to 
the purpose for which the alleged otter was Tiiado: 

The Court being, in assembly, of the opinion that 
neither legislative enactment nor commou law war¬ 
rants the detention of the prisoner under the facts 
set forth in the returrt to the writ, the prisoner 
must be discharged. * 

- ORDER OF COURT. 

And now, 15th February, 1886, after argument of 
counsel, and upon consideration of the return to 
the writ, the Court being of the opinion that the 
relator is not held in custody for any legal cause, it 
is ordered’ that he be discharged.

Gentlemen— Your resolution, “That the ques¬ 
tion of the power of the Committee to cbmpci dhe 
attendance of witnesses by subpoena and compul¬ 
sory process, and also the power of the Committee 
to compel witnesses to testify under oath,” lias been 
transmitted to me. 

Replying thereto, I call attention to the fact that, 
in January, 1888, a communication, involving sub¬ 
stantially the same questions, wasjsubmitted to me 
by a Committee appointed by Councils to investi¬ 
gate “whether any undue or corrupt influence was 
exercised by or over any member of Councils, city 
official or others, to secure the passage or defeat of 
any ordinance in favor of any coiporation during 
the past three years,” etc., etc. 

Altera careful investigation of the question, I ad¬ 
vised the Committee that there was no power in 
the Committee, or in Councils, to compel the at¬ 
tendance of witnesses, to compel those who do at¬ 
tend to testify, or to compel the production of books 
and papers. 

That Committee also appointed a sub committee, 
consisting of Messrs. Carnahau, Bruce and Lam- 
bie, to investigate and report upon the question of 
the power of Councils, or a Committee thereof, in 
the premises. 

Those gentlemen, after a careful and exhaustive 
investigation of the law; ride, their opinion on the 
in the City Clerk’s office, readied the conclusion 
that Councils ami the Committee were powerless. 

1 cannot do better than quote and adopt its my 
opinion their conclusion: “ That there is no power 
ill tho Select and Common Councils to institute and 
conduct an investigation such as is contemplated by 
the resolution under which the present Committ ee 
arc acting; that there is no power in the Councils, 
and consequently, none in the Committee, either 
expressly granted, necessarily implied from a grant, 
nor inherent in the Councils, and resulting, from 
their nature and constitution, to compel the at- 
teudance of witnesses, to compel such as do attend 
to answer, under oath, or to produce boohs and 
papers. 1 *

streets, lanes and alleys, viz.: Allegheny 
street, Lytle street, Tom street. Station street, 
Hlair street, Vi rginia street, American street, 
Melancthon street, Court land street, Elizabeth 
street, Tecumseli street, Hazelwood avenue, 
Groverstreet, Lowery street, Lafayette street, 
W oodlawn street, Blair street, Laughlin street, 
Rutherglen street and Duke street; thence 
upon the space between the high and low 
water lines as now established to a point at or 
near the Birmingham (Tenth street) bridge;

2, That wherever the said railroad 
shall be constructed across oralong any paved 
street at grade, the said company shall keep 
tile pavement of said street, solar as occupied 
by said rail road in perpetual good repair from 
curb to curb, and snail construct such neces¬ 
sary passage ways and water courses along 
amt under the tracks as the <’ity Engineer 
may require on or upon the construction of 
said railroad; and when said railroad snail 
cross any opened street, above or below the 
grade oi said street, said company shall con¬ 
struct good and substantial bridges over or 
across said street and the approaches thereto, 
oi a span equal to the full width of such 
street, with the privilege to erect columns to 
support the same on the curblines ; and said 
company shall place safety gates at all streets 
crossed at grade ; and provided, further, that 
the said company shall not use the steam 
whistle as a signal within the built up por¬ 
tion of the city, and shall at all times make 
such reasonable rules and regulations as may 
be found necessary for the protection and se¬ 
curity of the person and property of the citi¬ 
zen; and the said company shall be subject 
to the provisions of the ordinance of the city 
governing railroads, and at no time shall any 
street crossing be blockaded by a standing 
train, car or locomotive for a longer time 
than three millutes ; and for any wilful vio¬ 
lation of this provision, the company shall 
be subject to a penalty of fifty dollars to be 
recovered as fines and forfeitures, are collecti¬ 
ble before the Mayor of said city. 

Bkc. 3. That the construction of said rail¬ 
road overora.ong the right of way herein 
granted, shall be subject to the supervision 
of and approval of tne City,-Engineer, and 
the said company shall submit lo said En¬ 
gineer the plans and profiles of the lines and 
ail work contemplated to be done; and If the 
same are in accordance with the requirmeats 
of the provisions of this ordinance he shall 
approve the same; and wherever the said 
railroad shall interfere with any existing 
water pipes or sewers or water courses, they 
shall be secured and replaced and provided 
for by the said railroad company under the 
direction of the City Engineer. When repairs 
of water pipes or sewers, or construction 
thereof, require the removal of portions of 
said railroad, said company shall support its 
tracks during such work, and replace the 
same without cost to the city; s»id railroad 
shall be so constructed as not to interfere with 
the sewerage of the city as may be required; 
and that said railway company shall also 
procure sufficient ground for the purpose, and 
rebuild the north approach to tne Birming- 
tiain (now lentil street) bridge a distance of 
at least thirty (30) feet from said railway com¬ 
pany’s tracks, so aS to afford safe and conve¬ 
nient passage at all times for vehicle and foot 
travel. And provided, that where said rail¬ 
road company shall remove or obstruct any 
snubbing posLs, cribs, Ac., now in use for the 
safety of fleets and tows in the Monongahela 
river, said company shall supply others 
equally as good, as may be directed by the 
City Engineer, and subject to his approval, 
and where the said railroad shall encroach 
upon the roadway from the eastern end of 
vulcanite pavement on Second avenue to 
city line, the said railroad shall provide a 
roadway for public travel. 

Bkc. I. That any property other than high¬ 
ways, streets, lanes, alleys, and the space be¬ 
tween high and low water lines owned by 
the city, taken and appropriated by said com¬ 
pany under the terms of this ordinance, shall 
oe paid for in like manner as similar prop¬ 
erty of private persons. 


Hkc. 5. That any railroad company now or 
hereafter authorized to operate a railroad 
within the city of Pittsburgh, or desiring to 
enter the same by means of said Mononga¬ 
hela North Shore Railroad, shall have the 
right to connect there wit h for the interchange 
of traffic on the payment of a reasonable and 
equitable compensation for the transporta¬ 
tion of cars and freight thereon to be calcu¬ 
lated and based on the cost of construction, 
maintenance and operation of said railroad, 
and the volume of truffle to be carried there¬ 
on by such connecting company, such com¬ 
pensation to be fixed by mutual agreement; 
and in case of failure to agree upon the terms 
thereof, then such compensation shall be 
fixed by referees to be chosen; one by each 
company, and the third by the two thus 
chosen, whose finding shall be final and con¬ 
clusive; or such company desiring such con¬

pipes tor carrying, transporting and supply¬ 
ing natural gas to persons, firms and corpo¬ 
rations shall be and are hereby required to 
put, place and lay any and all pipes used for 
such purpose at a depth of not less than four 
(4) feet below the surface of such street, road, 
lane or alley, and, wherever practicable, at a 
depth of not less than five (5) feci below the 
surface; and shall occupy such part or por 
tion of such street, road, lane or alley as may 
be designated by the City Engineer, and shall 
be laid under Ins supervision and control; 
that the said City Engineer shall have the 
right, and he is hereby empowered, to place 
suitable persons in charge of said work dur¬ 
ing its progress, to supervise and direct the 
work thereon, at the expense of the individ¬ 
ual, company or corporation having such 
pipes laid. Provided, however, that the said 
city shall in no event be liable for any injury 
or damage done to persons or property by 
reason of assuming the control and direction 
of the work as aforesaid.

The pressure on each line within 
the city shall in no case exceed fifteen (15) 
pounds per square inch at the city limits, ex¬ 
cept as hereinafter provided, and all lines en¬ 
tering or being within said city shall be pro¬ 
vided with seis of safety valves of sufficient 
capacity to discharge all surplus gas through 
suitable escape pipes; the character and num¬ 
ber of the safety valves so to be used shall 
first be examined and approved by the City 
Engineer; and there shall also be provided 
such other safety valves within the said city 
as shall or may from time to time be found 














necessary to reduce the maximum pressure 
to the lowest point consistent with an ade¬ 
quate supply ot gas to the various consumers. 
Provided, That a pressure exceeding fifteen 
pounds to the square inch shall be allowed In 
the inner but not the outer pipe in all cases 
where the pipes carrying a higher pressure he 
encased within or covered by a second pipe,

A N onniNANTF, — Authorizing III" 

Mayor to make and enter Into an 
agreement with the Moliongiibela Water 
Company In relation to the supply of water 
in the wards of the city on the south side or 
the Monongaheia river, upon the terms, stip¬ 
ulations and conditions herein provided and 
set. forth, and for the purchase of said works 
of said company in pursuance of the terms 
of their charter. 

Whereas. The following state of facts do 
now appear, lo-wlt .* 

That tiie City of Pittsburgh has expended 
about $1 (>0,000 for the purpose of extending 
her water pipes to the wards on the south 
side of the Monongaheia river; 

That, the City law a contract with the Mo- 
nongaltela Water Company that requires her 
to pay to said company six thousand dollars 
annually for water furnished by said com¬ 
pany to supply the fire plugs on the South 
Side; 

That the said company has heretofore been 
and is now charging higher water rates in 
many cases than the schedule of rates levied 
by the city; 

That the people on the South Slue are re¬ 
quired by law to pay taxes to the city to 
make up deficiencies in her water revenue in 
addition to their water rents; 

That, in order to extend the city’s water 
pipes through the territory on the South 
Side, It will require a large annual expendi¬ 
ture of money and an Increase In taxation 
th rough out the whole city ; 

That an extension of her pipes by the city 
will bring her into competition with the-'aid 
company to the detriment of the interests of 
both; 

That at Hie time said company expended 
fliclr money ami constructed tlieir works, 
that territory was unoccupied, and their 
works were then, and have since been, a 
groat public benefit in that )oralitv, and is, 
therefore, entitled to Just and equitable con¬ 
sideration by the city authorities' 

And Whereas, The city can obtain inter¬ 
est on her said Investment, and at the same 
time utilize Hie same for the benefit of tier 
citizens on the South side by obtaining from 
said company a release of the said annual 
payment of six thousand dollars, mid can 
also have Justice done to the people of said 
locality by obtaining the assessment of water 
rents iiot higher than the annual assessments 
made by the city. Therefore, 

Section 1. He it ordained and enacted by 
*the City of Pittsburgh, in Select ami Common 
Councils assembled, and It is hereby ordain- , 
ed and enacted by the authority of the same, 
That for and In consideration of the mutual 
covenants contained in this ordinance, and 
to tie accepted by the Monongaheia Water 
Company, the city of Pittsburgh hereby 
agrees not to make any further extension of 
her water pipes in the wards of tin city on 
the south side of the Monongaheia river 
(being from 21th to thc3illh wards, both in¬ 
clusive; than as now authorized by her ordi¬ 
nances to he extended or laid for and durln;: 
the period of twenty-one years from the date 
of this ordinance. 

Sec. 2. That the said Monongaheia \V"ter 
Company shall hereafter, and for -M term 
of years, make her assessments of alt water 
rents in the said wards at rates in all ei*»ef 
not exceeding the annual rates in each <- 
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of water rents assessed by the city in the 
wards lying between the Monongahela and 
Allegheny rivers. 

Skc. 3. That the City of Pittsburgh shall 
supply her mains now laid or being laid on 
the said South Side with water for the pur¬ 
pose of supplying the fire plugs along the 
line of said mains and for using the water on 
street ways, and for no other purpose what¬ 
ever. 

Sec. 4. That the Monongahela Water Com¬ 
pany shall supply all other fire plugs now or 
hereafter put in in her territory by the city 
with an ample supply of water without any 
charge or cost to the City of Pittsburgh. 
Provided, however, that all fire plugs in said 
territory shall be put in connected with the 
mains, and kept in good condition by the 
said city. 

Sec. 5. That said Monongahela Water 
Company shall, for said period of twenty- 
one years, continue to supply water for said 
South Side wards and the inhabitants there¬ 
of, shall make extensions of her water pipes 
in all cases where petitioned for, and where 
the extension will pay an annual revenue of 
20 per cent, on the cost of making said ex¬ 
tension. 

Sec. 6. That at the end of said term of 
twenty-one years a Board of Appraisers shall 
be appointed in the manner provided for in 
the Charter of said Company, and the said City 
shall have the right to purchase said Monon¬ 
gahela Water Works at the appraised value 
thereof, subject to deduction for any credits 
in the Sinking Funds of said company or 
otherwise for its redemption. Provided, how¬ 
ever, if the said city and company shall not, 
within six months from the expiration of 
said term, agree on the terms of payment for 
said works, that then this agreement shall 
continue until such time as the said city 
shall give one year’s notice to said company 
of her intention to purchase at said valua¬ 
tion, and that she proposes to pay the same 
in five equal annual installments, with in¬ 
terest from the date of the purchase and the 
assuming of the possession of the said 
works. 

Sec. 7. That said city shall have the right 
to connect her main on Carson street with 
the mains of said company, and having a 
stop gate and meter; and, in case of accident 
to main in the river or other cause, the city 
shall use the water of the company, she shall 
pay said company at the rate of 10 cents per 
thousand gallons for all water so used; and 
in case of accident to the works of said com¬ 
pany at any time and failure of water in its 
mains on Carson street, the said company 
may, on written notice to the Superintendent 
of the City Water Works, turn the water 
into its mains at said connection, and shall 
pay to the city the same rate for any water 
used by it during said contingency. 

Sec. 8. That any breach of the conditions 
of this ordinance and agreement shall work 
a dissolution and forfeiture thereof, at the 
option of either party thereto, by ordinance 
oi the city or resolution of Directors of said 
company. 

Sec. 9. That any ordinance or pan of or¬ 
dinance, conflicting with the provisions of 
this ordinance, be and the same is hereby re¬ 
pealed, so far as the same affects this ordi¬ 
nance.

A N ORDINAX€E— Granting to corpora¬ 
tions whose purpose it shall be 1o fur- 
! nish natural gas for heat and light to the 
public in the City of Pittsburgh the right to 
Jay pipes through the streets,lanes, roadsand 
alleys of said city for the conveyance and 
distribution of gas. 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh, in Select and Com¬ 
mon Councils assembled, and It is hereby or¬ 
dained and enacted by the authority of the 
same, That all corporations supplying natu¬ 
ral gas within the limits of the city now or 
hereafter, duly organized under the provis¬ 
ions of an Act of the General Assembly of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, enti¬ 
tled, “An Act to provide for the Incorporation 
and Regulation of Natural Gas Companies,’’ 
approved May 29, 1885, and also all corpora¬ 
tions whose purpose it shall be to supply nat¬ 
ural gas to the public in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh for illuminating purposes (either in its 
natural condition or after treatment in order 
to better fit it tor use as an illurninant) shall 
have the privilege of opening any street, lane 
road or alley within the limits ot said city, 
and of laying down pipes for the purpose of 
conveying and distributing gas, with neces¬ 
sary street boxes and valves, and with the 
further privilege of making necessary con¬ 
nections for consumers, subject, however, to 
all the provisions of an ordinance of said city 
approved August Hi, 1885. 

Sec. 2. The privileges granted by this or¬ 
dinance shall be enjoyed by any such corpo¬ 
ration only upon the following conditions, 
viz.: 

(a) Any corporation asking a permit to lay 
pipes hereunder shall first furnish to the 
Commissioner of Highways a plan showing 
the streets, highways, lanes and alleys pro¬ 
posed to be opened, the location of the pijies 
proposed to be laid, with specifications giv¬ 
ing full particulars, to the said Commissioner 
of Highways as to the kind and size of pipes 
proposed to be used in method of laying the 
same, and an estimate of the probable cost 
thereof, and in case of any proposed exten¬ 
sion of pipe lines by any such corporation 
thereafter, like plans, specifications and esti¬ 
mates respecting such proposed extension 
shall in like manner be furnished said Com¬ 
missioner of Highways, who shall, subject to 
the further provisions hereof, from time to 
time grant permits for the construction or ex¬ 
tension of pipe lines by said corporations 
pursuant to said plans. In case of the re¬ 
fusal of the Commissioner of Highways to 
approve the plans, methods, specifications 
I and estimates, the same shall be submitted 
to Councils at its next meeting, with a state¬ 
ment of reasons for said action, who shall 
hear, consider and determine, and their Judg¬ 
ment shall be final. 

(6) Before any permit for such construc¬ 
tion or extension shall be issued, the Presi¬ 
dent and the Treasurer of such corporation 
shall make and tile with the City Controller 
a certificate setting forth the names of the 
stockholders of said corporation and the 
amount of stock held or subscribed for by 
each, and no permit shall be issued unless It 
shall appear by said certificate, to the satis¬ 
faction of the Commissioner of Highways, 
that a sufficient amount of capital has been 
subscribed to complete the work in accord¬ 
ance with the plans, specifications ana esti¬ 
mates filed. -.Said certificate shall be verified 
l by the affidavit of the President and Treas- 
| urerof the corporation that the statements 
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therein set forth are true; that the subscrip¬ 
tions therein set forth were made in good 
faith by the persons named, and at least fifty 
(50) per cent, of the amount of said respective 
subscriptions has already been paid in good 
faith in cash into the Treasury of the compa¬ 
ny, or if the same lias not been paid in cash 
said certificate and a/Iidavit shall state spe¬ 
cifically and in detail how t lie same has been 
paid and by whom, describing and identify¬ 
ing fully all and any property conveyed or 
assigned and any labor done in payment for 
stocks. 

(c) Any corporation or company operating 
under or enjoying the privileges granted by 
this ordinance may, only with the consent of 
a majority of the stockholders in value of 
said company, transfer said privileges to any 
other corporation or company by tiling a 
certificate to such effect in tne oflice of the 
Controller of the City of Pittsburgh, and 
thereupon such corporation or company to 
which such privileges shall have been trans¬ 
ferred shall have, possess and enjoy all the 
rights, powers and privileges granted by this 
ordinance. Provided, that before any such 
transfer shall take place the reasons therefor 
shall be submitted In writing to the Councils 
of said city, through the Piesidents of both 
branches, who shall, within five days, call a 
meeting of Councils to take action thereon, 
and if the said transfer shall be approved by 
ordinance it shall then be consummated. 
Notice of the proposed transfer shall be given 
in a newspaper of a general circulation 
printed in ibis city. No transfer shall be 
valid unless made in the manner prescribed 
herein, and transfers, except as herein pro¬ 
vided, are hereby declared to be void, and 
any such shat! work i foifeitnre of the privi- j 
leges held under the city, and all property of 
such company used for the conveyance of 
natural gas within said city shall thereupon 
vest in and become the propei ty of the City 
of Pittsburgh, and all the provisions of this j 
section shall apply with equal force to any 
corporation purchasing or obtaining control 
of the privileges granted by this ordinance. 

(d) Any corporation availing itself of the 
provisions of tins ordinance shall at any time, 
when requested by resolution of either branch 
of Councils, by tiie Street Committee of 
Councils, or by the Mayor, City Attorney and 
City Controller, or any two of them, file with 
the City Controller a list of the stockholders 
of the corpoiation, stating the number and 
par value of shares held by each, certified by 
the President and the Treasurer, and verified 
by their affidavit, that the persons named 
hold said stocks in good faith for themselves 
and not for others, as affiants verily believe; 
and in all cases where certificates are re¬ 
quired to be filed under the terms of tins or¬ 
dinance setting forth the names of stock¬ 
holders, it shall be the duty of said corpora* 
tion and its officers, in case of stocks 
standing in the name of any one as trustee, 
to inquire and ascertain the name or names 
of the person or persons for whom said stock 
is held jn trust, and in said certificate to set- 
forth not only the name of tlie trustee or 
trustees, but the name of the person or per¬ 
sons for whom said trustees hold the same, 
and for the purpose of furnishing this infor¬ 
mation, when required under this ordinance, 
said corporation shall require said informa¬ 
tion to be furnished to It before receiving sub¬ 
scriptions by or registering transferstoa trus¬ 
tee or trustees. 

Sec. 3. Upon compliance with the forego¬ 
ing conditions and provisions by any such \ 
corporation it shall be the duty of the Com¬ 
missioner of Highways, from time to time, I 
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to grant permits to open streets for the pur¬ 
pose of laying pipes, to the extent and In the 
ocatlon and manner indicated by the plans 
filed as aforesaid, subject to all the provis¬ 
ions hereof and of oilier ordinances regu¬ 
lating the opening of streets or highways; 
novtded, however, that the Commissioner of 
Ugh ways may, in his discretion, refuse such 
permit if, in his Judgment, the location pro¬ 
posed upon any highway is injurious to the 
city, and he may before issuing permits re¬ 
quire the said plans to be altered and said 
pipes to be located upon such part of anv 
highway, street, road or alley as to him shall 
seem fit, keeping in view the preservation of 
ample room In the proper places for the con¬ 
struction of sewerH, laying of water pipes and 
the prosecution of any other work by the 
city, and the said rommissioner of High¬ 
ways may, in his discretion, limit Urn num¬ 
ber of pipes to be laid upon any highway, 
street, road or alley, so that not more than 
two trunk lines of competing companies 
shall be laid upon any street, road, alley or 
highway, but from any' exercise of discre¬ 
tion, which discretion and decision thereon 
shall be made by the Commissioner on five 
days’ written notice and request from the 
company asking the privilege as aforesaid, 
any such corporation -may appeal to the 
Councils, who shall hear, consider and act 
upon the same, and the action of said Coun¬ 
cils, In case of such appeal, shall be final ami 
conclusive, and the question what shall con¬ 
stitute a competing company in fact shall 
also be dcteimined by the Councils. 

Sec. 4. Any highways, streets, lanes or 
alleys open for the purposes aforesaid shall be 
immediately repaved by the Commissioner 
of Highways and kept In good rep dr by him 
for nine months after completion of the work 
of any such corporation, and at 1 lie expense 
of said corporation. The Commissioner of 
Highways shall make an estimate of the cost 
of repaving and keeping the same in repair 
for nine months, each section not exceeding 
two squares, and payment, of the amount of 
said estimate shall be made to said Commis¬ 
sioner of Highways before be shall issue a 
permit for the opening of such highway, and 
in no case shall the city be held liable for any 
loss that may occur in such repaving or re¬ 
pairing, or any loss, injury or damage done to 
or sustained by any person or persons by rea¬ 
son of the laying or using or any such pipes, 
or the digging or opening of miy ditches or 
trendies for the said pipes, or by any other 
reason connected with the operating thereof. 
The same shall be fully paid for by said com¬ 
pany, and the said company shall indemnify 
the said City of Pittsburgh from all loss, 
costs, expense, suit or damages therefrom ; 
and in case the said city shall be compelled 
to pay any person or persons, corporations or 
partnerships tor any loss, injury or damage 
to any person or property, the same shall be 
fully paid and reimbursed to said city by 
said company, with all costs and expenses 
connected therewith or arising therefrom, 
and the sums so paid by said city shall be 
conclusive upon said company. 

Sec. 5. Any corporation availing itself of 
the privileges of this ordinance shall, on de¬ 
mand. as a condition thereof, furnish free of 
costall the gas necessary for use in the build¬ 
ing of the Police, Fire. Market and City Prop¬ 
erty Departments, and also in the public 
school buildings on the line of the streets 
upon which the pipes are laid so long a* said 
pipes shall be In use,Raid city or school au¬ 
thorities respectively making connections at 
their own costs. 

Sf.c. 0. The privileges granted by this ordi- 







nance shall In each case extend only to the 
corporation availing itself of them In the 
first Instance, and in no case inure to the 
benefit of the assigns of such corporation, 
and any attempt by such corporation to 
grant, convey, lease, assign or transfer, di¬ 
rectly or indirectly, the rights hereby grant¬ 
ed, or the transfer of the stock of any such 
corporation or of a majority thereof in such 
manner as to directly or indirectly place said 
corporation under the ownership, manage¬ 
ment or control of any other corporation en¬ 
gaged or proposing to engage in the same 
business, shall work and be deemed an abso¬ 
lute forfeiture and surrender to the said city 
not only of all rights hereunder, but of all 
the right, title and interest of said corpora¬ 
tion whose stock is so transferred of, in and 
to all pipes of said corporation within said 
city laid under the provisions hereof, and all 
other property of said corporation within 
said city pertaining to the con veyance, sup¬ 
ply or distribution of gas, and no omission 
of said city or its officers to act, and no lapse 
of time shall be deemed a waiver of such 
breach of condition and forfeiture, but said 
city may at any time thereafter take pos¬ 
session of said property for its own use, or 
after or without taking possession thereof 
may sell said property at public or private 
sale, and cover the proceeds thereof into the 
Treasury of said city. 

Sec. 7. In case the work of laying the pipe 
or pipes be, in the opinion of the City Engi¬ 
neer, unnecessarily delayed, or that the com¬ 
pany, its agents, contractors or servants, or 
any of them, is or are wilfully violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, or the 
general ordinance, approved on the 10th day 
of August, 1885, relating to the manner of 
laying pipes through, over or under the 
streets and highways of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, or any other ordinance of the City of 
Pittsburgh which may hereafter be passed in 
reference to the subject of natural gas and 
the introduction of it in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, he, the said City Engineer, shall have 
power to cause all work in laying of said pipe 
or pipes to be discontinued, and the said 
Engineer shall have power to cause said work 
to be discontinued if careless, incompetent 
and unskillful men are employed by said 
company, its agents, contractors or servants 
to do the said work, and il‘ careless or un¬ 
skillful work is done, or at his election, to 
discharge such incompetent, careless and un¬ 
skillful person or person^ so employed; and 
in case of such discontinuance of the work 
by said City Engineer, he shall have power to 
take charge of the work so discontinued and 
prosecute the same to completion, first 
making estimates of the amount of money 
required to lay the pipe, not exceeding two 
squares, which the said company shall ad¬ 
vance and pay into his hands, and in case of 
the neglect or refusal of said company to ad¬ 
vance the amount of said estimates, the 
whole work shall remain suspended, and in 
case the company persistently neglect or re¬ 
fuses to prosecute the work with reasonable 
diligence or to employ competent, careful and 
skillful persons to do the same for a period of 
fifteen (15) days, the privilege to enter upon 
streets, highways, lanes and alleys shall be 
and become forfeited and shall cease to exist; 
and it is hereby further provided that no 
streets, highways, lanes or alleys within said 
city shall be opened and worked upon for the 
purpose of laying pipes and carrying said 
natural gas between the fifteenth day of No¬ 
vember and the fifteenth day of April, from 
and after the first day of January, 1886. 


Sec. 8. The said company shall make, exe¬ 
cute and deliver its bond with proper sure¬ 
ties, the form of which shall be approved In 
writing, indorsed thereon by tbe City Attor¬ 
ney, and the sureties shall qualify, before the 
City Clerks, as to the sufficiency of tiie bond, 
and the sufficiency of the su reties pecuniarily 
shall be approved by writing, indorsed there¬ 
on by the Street Committee of said Councils; 
the said bond shall be in the sum of one hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars ($100,000.00) dollars, 
conditioned for the faithful performance of 
and compliance with all the terms, condi¬ 
tions and provisions of this ordinance, ami 
further conditions to indemnify and save 
harmless the said City of Pittsburgh of and 
from any and all loss, cost, suits, damages 
and expenses in any manner arising from or 
connected with the use and occupation of any 
such streets, highways, lanes or alleys in said 
city by said company, or in the transporting 
or delivering said natural gas orany material 
used therein, or any work done thereon, and 
which said bond shall be in addition to the 
penalty provided for in Section 2 of this or¬ 
dinance. 

Sec. 0. Before any permit to open streets
